24,000 PEOPLE KILLED. 


FRIGHTFUL RESULTS OF THE JAP- 
ANESE EARTHQUAKE, 


Whole Towns Wipedt Gut of Existence and 
Maty Veossola Wireekod by the Seismic 
Distorbances—Faller Detailea May Add 
to the Horror. 


Lonpox, Novy, 2.—A Yokohoma des 
patch announces that the lowest catimate of 
the killed and drowned by the recent earth 
qnake is placed at 24,000, Nowhere were 
the efforts of the Japanose officials adequate 
and there is but little doubt that many 
thousand lives might have been saved had 
there been anything like a systematic re 
lief service. 

Despatches from Hiogo, Japan, say the 
terrible earthquake which occurred in that 
county Wednesday night destroyed the 
towns of Nagoya, Gifu and Okake. All the 
public buildings and most of the smaller 
structures in those places were thrown 
down. \ fire which started among the 
wrecked buildings in Nagoya completed the 
work of destruction in the most crowded 
quarter of the town. 

Many vessels are reported to have been 
wrecked in the vicinity of Hiogo and dur- 
ing the disturbance the waters of the lakes 
in the surrounding country were violently 
agitated. A few portions of the Niphon 
Islands escaped the earthquake and Kobo 
suffors comparatively little damage, The 
number of Europeans who lost their lives 
by the terrible visitation is small, Tho 
various wagon roads are blockaded by the 
immense heaps of debris, Traffic on the 
different railroads is suspended and all the 
telegraph lines are entirely prostrated, thus 
shutting off almost all communication with 
tho devastated district, In consequence full 
details of the catastrophe cunnot be Obtained 
for several days to come. 

A private despatch received here from 
Japan says that the loss of life by the re- 
cent earthquake, whieh shook the island of 
Hondo and other places, is estimated to be 
very great. Over 2000 persons were 
killed and about 1800 houses de- 
stroyed in the province of Nagoya 
on the island of Hondo, the 
capital of which is Nagoya, a city of 130,- 
000 inhabitants. In addition to the fore- 
going, 5000 houses were destroyed and 5000 
versons killed by the earthquake at Tifu. 
The towns of Kano and Kasamantsu are 
also reported to have been destroyed, to- 
gether with 50 miles of railroad. It is pre- 
sumed that the fire which started among 
the wrecked buildings at Nagoya may 
have had a great deal to do with the great 
loss of life. As the loss of life at Kano and 
Kasamantsu is not mentioned, and as these 
towns are said to have heen destroyed, it is 
probable the total loss was appalling. 

A number of European sae were en- 
gulfed, but Cook's tourist parties now in 
the country are safe. 

Tho earthquake shock passed from cast 
to west. The waters were cast up seething 
as if drawn from a caldron, and bursting up- 
on the lowlands flooded whole districts. 
Many persons were drowned before they 
had eyen a chance to attempt escape. 


Australia and the Seal Fisherios, 


Lonpon, Noy, 2.—The Melbourne Gov- 
ernment has notified Lord Knutsford, 
colonial secretary, in response to his recent 
circular on the subject, that it is preparing 
an exhaustive report upon the decline of 
fur-bearing seal fisheries in the Southern 
hemisphere. Similiar information had 
been asked inc from the other Australian 
governments It is understood that the in- 
formation is expected to prove of great 
valuc in connection with the negotiations 
now in progress concerning Bhering Sea 
fisheries. The Southern fur seal, or sea 
bear, industry was an important one in the 
early years of this century, but the lands 
where the animals once abounded are now 
reported almost entirely deserted by them 


A Sheep Farmer's Experience, 

Loxpox, Noy. 2.—Charles Nesbitt 
Frederick Armstrong, formerly sheep 
farmer in Brisbane, Queensland, and now 
living at East Grimstead Park, East 
Grimstead, England, bas filed papers of 
divorce against Ris wife, Helen Porter Arm- 
strong, known on the operatic sage As 
Mme. Melba, and now singing in Paris. 
The action is brought on the ground of 
infidelity, and his Highness Louis Philippe, 
Duke d’Orleans, is cited as co-respondent. 
Mr. Armstrong asks for $100,000 damages 
against the Duke. 

Jeowoesses Murdered, 

OpessA, Noy. 2.—A letter from Staro- 
donb asserts that during the recent anti- 
Semitic mots there five young unmarried 
Jewesses were so barbarously outraged and 
maltreated that they have since died. Ac- 
cording to this letter 20 Jews in all were 
killed during the disturbance. Riotin 
similar to that at Starodoub is Scored 
from Balta, in Russian Poland, and its sup- 
pression was a matter of difficulty, 

Advices received in Berlin state that 350,- 
000 German colonists in the famine-stricken 
districts of the Volga, distributed among 29 
parishes, are perishing unaided, In ad- 
dition to the sufferings caused by the want 
of food, the Volga districts are being rav- 
aged by epidemics of scurvy and typhus 
fever. The starving peasants attac k houses 
and all other buildings in which they are 
jikely to find plunder, in order to securo 
the means of obtaining food. 


Visited Parnell’'s Grave. 


New Yorn, Noy. 2,—Charles Stewart 
Parnell’s grave in Glasnevin cemetery was 
visited late Saturday afternoon by Princes 
Albert Victor and George of Wales. Their 
arrival was unexpected, They drove to the 
cemetery in an open carriage accompanied 
by two other vehicles containing among 
othera the Hon. Mrs. Lindsay and Hon 
Mra. McCalmont Both the princes added 
a wreath to the already large heap This 
incident, which is only being mude 
known in Dublin, has caused much talk 
mostly favorable. The graceful act was the 
princes’ farewell to Ireland, as they left last

TENNESSEE CONV CTS FREED. 


Bloodless Attack of MM ners nt Uraceville 
nod Coal Creek. 

CuAtTAxocs, Tenn, Nov. 2- 
from Briceville at 4 am, state that the 
stockade was attacked from all sides. The 
magazine was blown up, the stovkae de- 
molished and the convicts released. They 
volunteered to assist their liberators in 
attack on the Clumiless stockadeat Thistle, 
which is near Coal Creck. The guarls at 
Chumless had been apprised and were pre- 
pared against surprise. onfires had been 
placed around the stockade and continuous 
firing was kept up.

THE OLD SAXON WORD, “ WOMAN." 


“Lady’’ Seems Namby-Pambyish and Sug- 
gestive of Frills and Furbelows, 

“*Lady’ managers sounds finicky and af- 
fected, and does not smack of business. ‘It 
makes one think of uhe average sewing so- 
ciety, where female gossips meet to train 
their needle gunson the character of their 
neighbors. Let it be plain Board of Women 
Managers. That old-fashioned word Us 
good enough. Besides, it means something, 
which is more than can be said of the other 
term. ‘The word ‘lady’ is so over-worked 
these daysthatit has gone into disrepute. 
There is something suggestive of worth, of 
tenderness, of strength combined with gen- 
tleness, of dignity and motherliness in the 
name of woman. All the tributes to the 
sex in the great masters of literature are ad- 
dressed to woman, not ‘lady.’ Imagine 
Scott writing : 

“O ‘lady,’ in thine hour of case, 

Uncertain, coy, and hard to please, 

And variable as the shade 

By the light, quivering aspen made— 

When pain and anguish wring the brow, 

A ministering angel thou 

“Tt is clear that the substitution of ‘lady’ 
for woman in the above would ruin the dig- 
nity of the lines. 

“So Otway: 

“O woman, lovely woman, nature formed 
thee 

To temper man. 

“Thus Shakspeare: 

‘Tis beauty that does oft make women 
proud; 

‘Tis virtue that does make them most ad- 

mired; 

Tis modestly 

divine. 

“Pope likewise , 
“But grant in public men sometines are 

shown, 

A woman's seon in private life alone; 

Our bolder talente in fall life displayed, 

Your virtues open fairest in the shade, 

“Not a word wont ‘lady’ in tho whole 
catalogue. The examples might be multi- 
plied indefinitely. 

“Those of the sex who have made them- 
selves ominent are alluded to as women, not 
ladies. We speak of ‘Shakespeare's wo- 
men.’ We allude to George Elliot asa 
great woman, Sarah Siddons as a noblo wo- 
man, Joan of Are as a heroic woinan, But 
especially in business affairs does the term 
Jady' scém namby-pambyish and suggestive 
of frills and furbelows Observe that it is 
the ‘Woman's Relief Corps,’ the ‘Woman's 
Foreign Mission Society, the “W oman's 
Christian Temperance Union.’ These and 
other similar organizations never emascu- 
late their titles with boarding school nom: 
enclature, Impressed with these views 
we, therefore, moye you, Mre President 
Palmer, Lo atrike out the word ‘lady” and 
substitute therefor the good old Saxon

A Muiumy Pit. 


Last W-uterc's Discovery lo the Necropolis 
of Theb «, 


On February 6 a discovery was made in 
the necropolis of Thebes second only in 
importance to the discovery of the Royal 
mummies ab Dehr-el Bahari by M. Maspero 
in 1881, About half a mile from Dehr el- 
Bahari a pit has been found containing 
several hundred magnificont mummies, 
These, like the Royal mummies, had evi- 
dently been removed from the tomb and 
concealed in this receptacle, as a precau 
tlop, by the servants of the priest, prob- 
bably at the same time and for tho same 
reason which caused the Royal mummies 
to be placed in the receptacle whero they 
wore found by M. Maspero,. This removal 
is believed by M. Maspero to have (taken 
place In the relgn of Aauputh, son of 
Shashang, of the twenty-second dynasty 
(circa) 966 B, OC, 

The coflins hitherto found all belong to 
the twenty firat dynasty and are those of 
the priests of Ro Amun and their famillos. 
The pit is about forty-five feet in depth, at 
the bottom of which are two corridors filled 
with coffins and tressares of every desorip- 
tion. In the lower corner—which as yet 
has only been explored. It is computed 
that there are some 200 coflins, and the 
second corridor Is belleved to be no less ex- 
tenalve. 

The shaft is forty-five feeb deep, its 
mouth is about twelve feet in diameter,and 
its sides are of rough limestone. One of 
M. Grebaut's native assistants, who was 
superintending the work of hauling up the 
mummy cases told mo that he had been

PERISHED IN A HOTEL FIRE. 


Two Firemen Lose Their Lives in Trying 
to Rescue Three Minstrels, 


BERLIN, Nov. 3.—At Bergedorf, a suburb 
of Hamburg, the Hotel Schwerin was burn- 
ed last night and five lives were lost. Many 
inmates had narrow escapes, and owing to 
the construction of the building and the 
rapidity with which the flames spread the 
firemen’s work was full of danger. 

Sonie negro minstrels who had been play- 
ing in Hamburg were lodged in the upper 
story. Three Bara escape shut off. avo 
brave firemen waltiniseraa in the face of 
almost certain death to go to their assist- 
ance, 

Just as the tworescuers reached the floor 
upon which the three minstrels were hem- 
med in by flames the building collapsed, 
and all five were plunged into the blazing 
mass and perished. 


Attacked on a Train, 

Panis, Nov. 3.—A man sleeping on a 
train running between Paris and Havre 
was attacked last night by another man, 
who tried to chloroform and then to shoot 
him. In the struggle that ensued the 
man who was attacked caught the cord of 
the alarm bell, stopped the train and his 
assailant was arrested. The latter said he 
was Carolo Boulaverd, a trader of Buenos 
Ayres, but he refused to answer any fur- 
ther questions. It is surmised that he 
meant murder and robbery. 


Collided tn the Etbe, 

Loxpox, Noy. 3.—The steamer Inch- 
borva, which recently arrived at Hamburg 
from Baltimore, and the steamer North- 
zate, which sailed from Ibrail Oct. 9 for 
Jamburg, were in collision to-day in the 
River Elbe. The Northgate's bows were 
stove in and the damages she received were 
so extensive that her captain was forced to 
run her ashore to prevent her from founder- 
ing in the river.

MR. MAY BRICK’S INSURANGE 


The Insurance Co, Declines to ny Over 

the Sum Tosured 

Noy 4 —-In the Court of Ap- 

peals the Maybrick case was commenced yes- 

terday, Sir Charles Russell,Q.C. in opening 
his argument said the appeal raised a most 

important question. The plaintiff forwhom 
he appeared were the executors of the late 
Mr, Maybrick, who had effected an iusur- 
ance of $10,000 with the defendants, an in 

stirance company, in favor of hia wife, Mrs 

Florence Ki... Maybrick, now confined in 
Woking jail ‘The defendants’ coungel had 
paid $1000 of the amount claimed, but they 
refused to pay the remajuder. In support 
of this refusal he said the defendants sub- 
mitted that the conviction of Mrs. May- 
brick was not conclusive, Sir Charles said 
that on the contrary the plaintiffs submitted 
that the fact that the sentence was com- 
muted was not evidence of innocence. The 
rea) question was whether Mr. Maybrick 
had effected a policy in favor of his wife, 
and whether, assuming that he died at her 
hands, this was any auswer to the executors’ 
claim. ‘The ex-Attorney-General then pro- 
ceeded to cite autoorities in favor of his 
contention. 

Sur Edward Clarke, O.C., contended, ap 
pearing for the insurance association, that 
the executor of Mr. Maybrick’s estate 
were only the trustees of that property, 
and that they bad nothing to do with the 
insurance, which did not belong to Mrs. 
Maybrick. Ifthe trustees obtained pos- 
session of the insurance moucy they could 
not part with a pepny of it withant the 
wife's consenty He added that it would be 
in the highost degree unusual and contrary 
to public policy for a murderer to get the 
benetit of a murder, 

The Master of the Rolls, Lord Esher, here 
interposed, saying he did not think much of 
a public policy if any insurance company 
ean pocket aunual payments without paying 
the msnrance. Aftera long argument on 
this subject the court rose. 


LOS DON, 


BURNED OUT HIS BRAIN 


Caught ob & Live Electric Wite a Young 
Mau Meets a Horrible Denth 


" 


Paxama, Noy, 3.—This city bas had ao 
appalling experience of the electric. wire’s 
potent power to kill. Some boys at play 
detached a naked telephone wire and caused 
it to hang from the support to the ground, 
trailing over the wires of the electric light 
company. At about 7 pm. «a police lieu- 
tenant discovered the wire hanging to the 
street and commenced to haul it in and coil 
it about an old gaslight post. Suddenly 
the officer was seen to spring violently into 
the ait and fall back unconscious. A great 
crowd was instantly on the scene, but were 
kept back by a policeman. Meanwhile a cab 
cagne driving rapidly along. The policeman 
shouted vigorously, “Alto! Alto!” and the 
crowd took up the warning cry in chorus, but 
all to ne purpose, — As if driven by fate the 
vehicle rushed on and right over the deadly 
wire, Instantly the horse reeled and 
plunged heidlong to the ground, its flesh 
sizzling. The cab was not overturned and 
the driver sprang out and rushed to the 
animal's aid. Regardless of warning yells 
from the crowd, he grasped the trailing 
“string” that had upset his horse, At that 
instant the wire Swung across his forehead, 
but right through the skull almost to tho 
ears and there remained, although the un- 
fortunate victim fell forward over tae 
horse. 

And now a frightfal scene never to be 
forgotten by the spectators whs witnessed. 
The electric fluid literally filled tho man’s 
head and in a moment brain and eyes had 
been completely incinerated, ‘Then the 
flesh and skin» swoked. anid -aizzled until 
they also were reduced almost to ashes. All 
the while the spat ks played about the head 
in an awful shower, the eyes literally glow 
ing with « consuming fire, 

It was several minutes before the electric 
light could be turned off, and when it was 
the body was found to be partially burned 
to ashes, the -head being completely so. 
There wero at the time between 1500 and 
2000 volts voing over the wires, aud as the 
weight of the horse on the tolephone wire 
had completely cut through the insulation, 
the man of contac received the fall blast of 
the edrrent at the first contact

Duntix, Nov. {.—Mr; . McDermott, 
nephew of the late Charles Stewart Parnell, 
yesterday publicly horsewhipped Timothy 
Healy, M.P,.. The horaewhipping received 
hy Healy was the indirect. outcome of the 
language usedrby Healy at Longford Sun- 
day last, when he referred to Miss Parnell 
and to the widow of the late Charles 
Stowart Parnell. The dotails of the assault 
aro as follows: MeDermott caught Healy 
by the throat the moment he met him at 
the Four Courts in this city, and then in the 
»resence of a number of persons he thrashed 
Tealy about the shoulders and body until 
the latter was rescued by, the police. 
Healy, wheu his assailant had been taken 
into custody, declined to make a charge 
against him, and McDermott was released. 
Mr. Healy was reading in the library of 
tho Four Courts when Mr. McDermott sent 
a messenger to say that Mr. Healy was 
wanted in the refreshment room, Mr, 
Healy, on going into the hall, was seized by 
MoDermott,._.who- immediately 
apply the whip, saying, at the same time: 

“That is for your insults at Longford.” 

Mr. McDermott afterwards handed a 
jolicoman his card and then walked away. 
Mr. Healy at once retired to the library. 
Ho says’ MoDermott was drunk. 

Mr. McKenny, speaking at a league mect- 
ing to-day, denounced Mr. Healy's remarks 
at Longford as a disgrace to Irishmen, On 
the announcement that Mr, Healy had been 
horsewhipped the audience rose and fervid- 
ly CHeaEe. 
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What Tim Healy Said. 
Lonpon, Noy, 4,—In an address at Long- 
ford Sunday Tim Healy was more vitu- 
perative than ever, He accused the Par- 
nellites of cowardice. The Parnellites, he 
said, talked of English dictation and resort- 
ed to dynamite. Healy imputes to the Par- 
nellites the dynamite explosion which took 
place in Glasgow some time ago, creating 
great excitoment. He condemned what he 
called the alliance of the Parnellites with 
Mrs. O'Shea, who had written to Paris 
looking up the funds raised for the evicted 
tenants. He said he was astonished that 
they should unite with an English prosti- 
tute, whose honor, Harrison, a sieaber of 
Parliament, had attempted to vindicate, 
Healy said he did not refer to the unhappy 
woman (meaning Parnell’s sister) whom 
the Dublin wire-pullers had induced to 
write to Paris.

The qualifying adjective he used was raddier 
than the one quoted, He was on bis own quar- 
ter-deck, andthe Canadian could do nothing 
but await a chance to get even, 

His chance soon osme. He told the story of 
this insult to the Domiaion, to his British 
Oolumbia [ritnds, The etatement travelled 
until i¢ Anally reached the Admiralty in the 
form of a charge against the captain, 

Immediately the authorities in London order- 
ed the quick-tongued officer to forward a written 
apology to the Canadian skipper whom he 
flouted. The blooming colonist has received 
the apology, The outraged honor of the Beaver 
is satisfied and the incident is valaable as an 
illustration of the unwillingness of the Imperial 
Government to wound tho ferlings of this 
esteemed dependency.—TZoronto Telegram, 

Hard on the disloyal Grits, too, say we. 

The Mail and its echoes in the press aseert- 
ed that Great Britain would not maintain 
the rights of Canada under the fishery 
treaty of 1818, and that therefore we had 
better surrender them at once; bub those 
rights are still intact, and Newfoundland 
was brought to book at tho auggestion of 
Oanada. They declared that Britain would 
sactifice our Interests in the Behring Sea 
dispute; and behold, on Canada’s repre- 
sentations, the Imperial Government took

IDLE TALK. 


Mr, Erastus Wiman Is still talking about 
his favorite project. In a public speech 
which he recently delivered at Huntayille, 
Ont., he said : 

Without change ia political condition, pres- 
ert or prospective, without the severance of a 
ningle tie that by gratitude and interets now 
binds Canada to Great Britain, a commercial 
bargain could be made with the United States 
that makes to the young Canadian this great 

advantage secure, and it is greatly to be hoped 
that the time is not far distant when a scrious 
effort will be made in this direction. 

This means, {f it has any meaning, that 
the United States is willing to make with 
Canada » bargain such as ho speaks of. 

Having made that assertion, Mr. Wiman 
is bound to substantiate it, and until he 
doen so his statenonts are mere Idlo talk. 

The action of the United States Govern- 
ment has not been in the direction indicated 
by Mr. Wiman. On the contrary, it has 
been of such a character as to fully justify 
Mr. Mowat’s declaration that the groat Re- 
public {s to Canada a hostile country in a 
commercial sense, 

Tho rejection by successive U.S. Gov- 
ernments of repeated offers of reciprocity 
from O:nada, including the well-known 
“standing offer,” the imposition of the no- 
torlous ‘‘fish can” daty ; tho fallare to at- 
tempt to secure British vessels the naviga- 
tlon of the state canals, as provided in the 
treaty of Washington; tho rejection of the 
new fishery treaty ; the {mposition of a 
daty on fron ore ; the rofusal of Congress 
to corsider Mr. Hitt’s and Senator Shor- 

man’s resolutions ; President Oloveland’s 
threat of “retaliation”; the reatrictions of 
the bonding privileges; the McKinley 
tariff ; the strlet onforcoment of the allen 
labor law against Canadians ; tho repeated 
postponement of the proposed preliminary 
discussion of reciprocity with British and

One load of 
vory fair heifers brought 382, Butchers 
paid 4c to 4}0 for the choice of the market, 
very fair stook bringing 34 to 30. Good 
lamba brought $4 to $4 50, bub the major- 
ity of eales were under $8 25 apiece. ‘The 
shipments of cattle from Montreal thls 
season reached 100,000 which is 14,000 bo- 
hind last year, 


The Apple Trade. 

Large quantities of apples have beon sold 
during the past week to agents at from one 
dollar per barrel ppwards, Apple growers 
havo a lamentable want of knowledge of 
their markot value, hence they are vory 
much at the mercy of agents, who naturally 
take advantage of that Ignorance. Thoro 
is a sufficient quantity of apples raleed in 
Prince Edward and this County to warrant 
the establiehmont of an apple market, where 
upon a certain day In the week growers can 
meot and ‘*comparo notes,” before offering 
their goods for oalo. This is the manner In 
which business men would arrange to make 
sales, and we commend the idea to oor pro- 
yrossive fruit growers of the two Counties. 

A letter from London to the Cunadian 
Horlicultwrist says that ** there is an ample 
home supply of the earller sort of apples, 
60 thab London will not require any from 
hero until on in the month of November,” 
Tho advice from most quarters Is to ** hold 
back tho best wintor fruit and late kooping 
fallapples as late os possible.” Liverpool 
quotations are: Kinga, $4.38 to $5.82 ; 
Baldwins, $3.40 to $4 88 ; Greenings, $2.91 
to $4.12. 

Tho shortage in New York and Michigan 
will be fully made up by the enormous crop 
In New Jersey and Pennsylyania. 











Canadian Grain Moving, 

Thoro has beon an improved business in 
Canadian grain during tho past wook or s, 
considerable oats, barley and peas having 
been purchased for export account at better 
prices, poas having realized 77ho por 66 lbs 
afloat, oats 34c to 364 por 34 lbs, and bar 
ley 500 to b5c per 48 lbs. Thero has also 
been an export enquiry for Upper Canada 
whoat, and fully 200,000 bushels has 
changed bands, a portion at $1.02 to $1.024 
for spring and winter grades. Tho quality 
of Ontario whoat Is turning oub much bet- 
ter than for years past, and Ib is expected 
that « large quantity will go forward during 
the onsuing winter and spring.

F\f y ycars ago any one who would yen- 
ture to impugn or.even question a com pe- 
tent knowledge of Greek and Latin as an 
eusential part of the liberal education would 
have held in the eatimatfon of the educa- 
tional classes no higher a place than those 
who deny the trath of history, or the 
authority of the gospel, But within the 
Jast thirty years # revulsion of feeling has 
taken place In this matter, and peo- 
ple who have children to educato are be- 
ginning to ask themselves cui bono? What 
advantage is it to have them spend six or 
sevon years of that portion of their lives 
when they should bo preparing for their 
struggle with the world, io acquiring know- 
ledge which oan be of no possible use to 
them in any of the branches of trade, com- 
merce or manufactures which are to mani- 
feat destiny of ninety nine out of every 
hundred pupils who attend our schools ? 
That there is some deficlency, something 
erroneous in our educational system is 
amply evinced by the pronounced success 
of the numerous “‘commercial colleges’ 
which are springing up in every city or con- 
siderable town in Canada and the United 
States. Nob only are the commercial class- 
es exclalming against this waste of their 
children’s time, but the colleges aro joining 
in its denunciation, and Harvard and John 
Hopkins Universities will now admit stu- 
dents to the degree of Bachelor of Arts 
without Greek, and many other colleges 
allow French or German as a substitute.

FARMEBRS' MARKETS. 


Tho Napanee Beaver remarks that {b has 
supplied from time to time during the past 
year many authenticated facta to show that 
the farmers of Canada are always sure of a 
steady marke}, and a constant demand for 
all thoy may have to sell, if they will only 
apply themselves to producing the right 
class of producte. The States’ market fs 
precarious and fluctuating, and much of the 
time glutted with what their own farmers 
produce, while the English markets are 
always in need of much greater quantities 
of nearlyevery kind of agricaitural pro- 
duce than Canada can possibly supply. 
This is especially true of cattle and thelr 
products, and all kinds of grain. 

While a certain party of Canadiana are 
constantly crylng out that we are ruined 
and helpless unless we gotfree access to 
the States for the sale of cattle and grain, 
tho Washington Government is bending 
every effort to finda market In any part 
of the world for their surplus meats—beef 
and pork—and the very surplus grains we 
want to send to them. 

Our market in the States {s getting poor- 
er constantly—the demand being less and 

othe prices lower ; our market in England 
is getting botter constantly, and the prices 
higher. Hero are some of the facts : 

In regard to cattle: In 1880 Oanada 
sold to the States 16,044 head of cattle, 
and at fair prices. In 1890 we only sold 
7,840 to the same markot, and at lower 
prices, too. The truth is that for every 
head the States imported from us, they had 
ten head to export somewhere else. Now, 
last year our officlal trade returns show that 
England bought $7,565,315 worth of cattle 
from Oanada, while the States bought to 
the extent of but $104,589 worth. While 
Canada sold to England Inst year 66,965 
head of cattlo, the States exported to Eng- 
land in the same time no less than 360,589 
head of cattle, And yot, forsooth, it is to 
the States wo are to look for a market for 
our osttle, certain ‘unrestricted’ traders 
tell us!

Stone-Cutting Saw, 

French ingenuity has contrived au im- 
proved stone-cuttipg saw of remarkable ef- 
ficlency—a circular saw having its edges 
eet with black diamonds in the same way 
as the stralght blades, but as the strain on 
tho diamond ts all In one direction, the 
setting can be made much firmor, says the 
New York Sun. Moreover, as the move- 
ment of tho clroular saw is far more rapid 
than that of the straight ono, the effect of 
‘he diamond teeth is increased by the 
force ef the impact upon the object to be 
cut without the exertion of more power Iu 
propulsion, In order to keop this kind of 
saw at starting in perfeob plano it is mado 
to revolyo between two paira of guides, 
but os soon as the cutin the stone is 
deep enongh to serve as a guide the tem 
porary onos fre removed, the consequence 
of this management being that the cut sur- 
faces of the stone, Instead of belong wavy, 
so as to require eubsequest drossing to a 
plane surface, are straight and smooth, 
lacking only to be pollshed. The stone to 
be cut fs pushed against tho saw by a car- 
rlage similar to that used in cutting wood, 
andthe rapidity with which “it is divided is 
vory great. At one establishment where 
two saws are in use the groon Alpine granite 
is sawed at the rato of nearly an inch o min- 
ute, hard marble at three inches oa minute 
and marble of moderate hardaess, also hard 
limestone, four inches a minute. 


Worth Consdering Elsewhere. 

Lonpon, Noy. 4.—The meeting of the 
Board of Education did not close until early 
this morning. Tho report of Inspector 
Oarson regarding tho eflicloncy of teachers 
was Under consideration, and it was long, 
detailed and thorough. Teachers were 
classified according to thelr qualifications 
as follows Oleass A, 41; class A B,9; 
A 5S, 22; class B, 4; class BC, 3; 
class O, 4, Thoao in class AS were eape- 
olully recommended for increases of salary, 
The deficiencies of the teachers who were 
low on tho scale were minutely poluted out 
and explained. The board decided to en- 
tirely uphold Mr, Caraon jn his task, which 
wis not one of the most agreeable charac- 
and his recommendations will be 
ed. Theeffect of the report will be 
be to make a teacher's salary more depend 
ent upon his or her otlicloney than upon the 
length of service, which has been the 
regulation hitherto, [t will also do away 
with the appiicallons for salary iucreases, 
which have been received by wholosale in 
the past, dnd which were tho natural con- 
sequences of the old systom.

An Important Appeal Case. 
(Woodstock Sentinel-Review, ) 


The decision of His Honor Judge Finkle 
in the appeal of a patron of a cheese factory 
who was fined forsending deteriorated milk, 
on information laid by one of the Inspec- 
tors, is of very great importance to the 
whole dalry interests of Canada, The case 
{a similar to s20res that have been brought 


by the milk {napectors before the magis- | 


trates of the province during the present 
season. The evidence went to show that 


the milk was deteriorated, in fact this was | 
admitted by the appellant, but the evidence | 
did not show that the appellant had porson- | 


al knowledge of the deterioration, and it 


ledge was brought home to him, he could 
nob be made responsible. On the other 


hand, it was argued that the statute placed | 
such responribility npon those supplying | 


milk to factories as made them liable 
for any defect whether they kuew of it 
or not; in other words, that the law 
made It the duty of every man who sent 
his milk to a cheese factory to see that it 
was pure and to take such care of it as would 
prevent any one tampering with it while in 
his possession, Thus it will be seen that 
the effect of the learned Judge’s declston in 
quashing the conviction will be far-reaching 
in its results. Jf his interpretation of the 
law be correct, it will be next to impossible 
to secure a conyiction in nine out of ten of 
all the cases that come before the courts, 
The general boliof ainong dairymen has been 
that tho law wes framed with the clear in- 
tention of placing the responsibility of sup- 


plying pure milk unon those who were paid 
orit. And to laymen the reading of the 


law seems tolorably clear, Those who have 
watched these milk adulteration oases know 
very well that the instances are extremely 
rare where a person can be convicted of tam- 
pering with his milk upon direct evidence. 
The very nature of such cases precludes the 
probability of any one being seen in the 
act. It was for this very reason that the 
law was understood to be framed so as to 
make the fact of deterloration evidence of 
guilt; and it is extremely doubtful if such 
an interpretation of the law would ever do 
injustice, The lactometer and the Bab- 
cock tester have made the question of de- 
terloration one of sclentific certainty. Upon 
whom, then, should the responsibility of 
supplyiug pure milk be thrown? Clearly 
upon those who recelyo pay for pure milk. 
Tho probabillty of men who send milk toa 
factory being the Innocent victims of tam- 
pering done by other people is very remote 
indeed. If there has been such a case we 
venture to think it an extremely rare one ; 
and even assuming the possibility of euch a 
case, ibis no injustice to throw upon those 
who are paid for pure milk the onus of 
guarding their own honor in supplying it to 
factories. Weknow nothing of the appellant 
in this case; but, unhappily, evi: 
dence of previous good character 
must go for little with any 
who have followed these milk adulteration 
prosecutions, 1t has been shown with ab- 
solute certainty over and over again, in 
this and In other parts of the country, that 
men of previously good repute and who 
wore, so far as ls known, honest In all the 
relations of life, are capable of the mean- 
ness of watering or skimming thelr milk, 
or of holding back the stripplogs—all of 
which constitute not only moral but legal 
offences, The learned Judge—who has 
taken a long time to consider this appeal— 
may be correct in his interpretation of the 
law. If ho ts, the law should be am- 
ended so as to accomplish the object of the 
dalrymen when it was enacted. If tho law 
stands as it ls now interpreted, the usefal- 
ness of the milk inspectors will be gone, 
They will not be able to secure a conviction 
In one case out of a score. 

But to leavo the law and the present de- 
olafon, this is an opportune time to again 
point out to dairymen that If they would 
rondor all such prosecutions unnecessary, 
aod pub a premlom upon honesty—rather 
than dishonesty as at present, they should 
no longer delay In adopting the prinolplo of 
payment according to quallty. As we have 
often said before, when mon are paid ac- 
cording to the grado of milk they supply, 
they will have no object in doteriorating it. 
[n other words, it will pay them to be 
honest. Ab present many patrons seem to 
think that it pays thom to be dishonest. Ib 
may be so if the present decision holds 
good,

What is all this excitement about in 
atreots of Cairo, Keyl, this December 
morning in 1889? Staud back! We hear 
loud voices and see the crowds of poople 
retreating to the sides of the street. The 
excitement of othors becomes our own ex- 
citement. Footmen come in sight, They 
have a rod in the hand and tasseled cap on 
head, and their arms and feet are bare. 
Their garb is black to the waist, except as 
threaded with gold, and the rest is white, 
They are clearing the way for an official 
dignitary ina chariot or carriage. They 
are swift, and sometimes run thirty or 
forty miles at a stretch in front of an equi- 
page. Make way! They are the flectest 
footed men on earth, but soon die, for the 
ener frame was not made for such en- 


urance, 

I asked all around me who the man in 
the carriage was, but no one seemed to 
know.

HOW THEY COULD AFFORD IT. 


Now you see how the Pharaohs could af- 
ford to build such oostly works. It cost 
them nothing for wages—nothing but the 
teara and blood of the toilers, and tears and 
blood are a cheap drink for devils. ‘‘Bricka 
without straw” may not suggest so much 
hardship until you know that the bricks 
were usually made with ‘‘crushed straw,” 
straw crushed by the feet of the oxen in 
the thrashing,/and, this crushed straw de 
nied to the workmen, they had to pick up 
here and there a piece of stubble or gather 
rushes from the waterside. This story of 
the Bible is confirmed by the fact that 
many of the brick walls of Egypt have on 
the lower Inyers brick made with straw, 
but the higher layers of brick made out of 
rough straw or rushes from the river bank, 
the truth of the Book of | .odus thus writ- 
ten in the brick walls discovered by the 
modern explorers. 

That governmental outrage has always 
been a characteristic of Egyptian rulers.

other room in the east end—there being no 
visible connection between any of the fires. 

They finally succeeded, with the assistance 

of some neighbors, in getting the fire ex-

A Picture Takes Fire. 

On one occasion, while the fire was burning 
at the extreme west end of the house, a 
picture hanging on the wall at the opposite 
end of the house suddenly took fire gnd was 
consumed before their eyes. On examina- 
tion it was found there was no fire near it, 
The family had now become thoroughly 
aroused, and after succeeding in extinguish- 
ing the fire, they removed the stove from

; death, Mrs. Dawson also had her right 
band burned while helping to extinguish 
the fire, Wherever the fire appeared it 
would charr into the wood over half an 
inch in a second, and the other side of the 
board or log would instantly become so hot 
that a person could not place their hand on 
‘it. A peciliar thing connected with these 
| fires was that as soon as any of the burning 
| lumber, paper, cloth or wood (no matter 
how furiously they were burning in the 
house) was thrown outside the fire would 
immediately die out. After all the fires 
had been extinguished Mrs, Dawson pulled 
a piece of paper from the wall and rolled it 
up ina piece of an old muslin dress and 
dropped it on the centre of the floor and, 
accompanied by Mr. Dawson and the rest 
of the family the re 
sult. No sooner had they stepped ont of 
the door than the muslin and the paper be 
came ignited and burned furiously, Friday 
was no exception—in fact the fire was ten 
times as bad, there being nearly 50 fires in 
different parts of the house that day.

The Kinds of Work Engaged tn t th 
W.C.T.U. ju Ontario, oS obs 


“Tho meeting of the Onterio Branch of 
the Women’s Ohristian Temperance Ualou 
last week has attracted unusual attention 
to the growth of this organisation. This !s 
the largest of women’s organised work dis- 
tired from the church. Its field Is not 
bounded as its namo wanuld suggost, but in 
cludes a supervision of everything + flecting 
soclety’s morality. They have beon a 
strong force helping on the movement for 
the protection of women and children. The 
factory inspection Jaw too js a reform is 
which they have interested thomeelves; at 
this last conyentlon they devoted eome 
attention to ib and recommended amend 
ments which will widen its application. 
A branch of the union's work is devoted to 
the restriction of the sale and use of to- 
bacco by minors. ‘They are watchful 
against the distribution of immortal litera- 
ture. A department {fs given to subjects 
affecting “‘purity in literature, art and 
fashton.” An evidence of the practical 
sth shape the work of the union takes is found 
. in a report from ths Marltimé Unton, 
which tells how nineteen editors were call- 
ed upon and their promises obtained that 
they would do what they could to keep ont 
of thelr columns all demoralising matter, 
and also that places where objectionable 
United States periodicals were taken were 
visited and promises received that the pub- 
lications would not be continued. The 
ground they cover Is broad, but not broader 
than the awakened activity of women re- 
quires as a field for its operations.” The 
parts were received on juvenile work, in- 
cluding Bands of Hope, Sewlng school 
pledges in Sunday schools, ete. 

An Interesting account of Flower Mleslon 
Work was given, much of this work betry 
done by the **Ys.” In almosb every town 
or clty visits are regularly pald to the 
women of the gaols, and efforts made to 
raise them to a higher life. Twenty-seven 
unions report work among railway em-. 
ployees.~ The efforb for the benefit of 
sailors is also encouraging. 

Mauch good Is accomplished by the work 
among soldiers In all parts of the province. 
The subject of Hygiene and Heredity is 
engaging the thoughttul attention of the 
unions. 

Good work is being done in scientific 
Temperance Instruction in the schools, 

The press have kindly given a space in 
their columns which fs regularly supplied 
with temperance items, 

The account of work among lumbermen 
was most interesting, our twenty towns 
having donated parcels of books, papers, 
scrapbooks etc., that were sent to the lum- 
ber camps. 

The prize banner to be awarded to the 
county which has the largest aflillated 
membership in comparison with the pop- 
ulation of the county was awarded to Mid- 
dlesex.

THE POPULATION UF THE WORLD 


It is perhaps an impozatble task to eat! 
mate the population of the globe with any 
degree of accnracy, but nevertheless experts 
In statistics have attempted its solutton, 
and by patient and critical examination 
have arrived at figures which may be safely 
used for practical purposes. No more 
trustworthy compilations of these atatisiica 
have been prepared than the tables of pop- 
ulation of Dr. Ernest Behm, now deceased, 
and Dr. Herman Wagner, profesor of geo- 
graphy in the university at Goettingen. 
Soven successive editions appeared between 
1872 aud 1852, when they were interrupted 
by Behm’s death. The publication is now 
resumed after an Interval of nine years, 
under the editorship of Dr. Wagner and 
Dr, Alexander Supau, Ib boars theimprint 
of the famous houses of Juatas Perthes in 
Gotha, Germany, and of Westermann in 
New York. The trouble taken by the 
editors may be estimated from the fact that 
special measurements of some portion of 
the earth’s surface and special census in 
some countries have beon made fur tho 
work. 

The prosent population of the world 
sccording to thila remarkable volume is 
1,479,729,400. Tho area of Asia, tho 
largest of the grand division of the oarth’s 
surface, is given as 17,530,686 equare miles, 
and its population as 826,954,000, or 47 
inhab'tants to the square mile.. The sec- 
ond grand division in area js America, 
including both the northern and southern 
coutinents, Its area is 14,801,402 square 
miles and its population 121,713,000, or 
only 8 to the equare mile. Next In area is 
Afcios, with 11,277,364 square miles and 
193,953 inhabitants, or 14 to the square 
mile. The area of Europe is placed at 3,. 
756,860 sqaare miles and its population ab 
357,379,000 or 94 to the square milo, 
Australia Is given as 2,991,442 square miles 
and 3,230,000 population, or about 1 to the 
equare milo, Under tho head of polar 

regions sro incladed 1,730,810 aquare miles, 
with 80,400 inhabitants. Finally the {«- 
lands of the ocean are grouped togothor 
with 733,120 square miles and 7,420,000 
inhabitants, or about 10 to the square mile, 
Tho most densely populated country in 
Europe ts Belgiom, with 530 porsons to the 
square mile, England is next with 480, 
Holland has 865. Tho most sparacly pop- 
ulated countries of Karope are Norway and 

Finland, with 16 to the square milo,

The inquiry into the affairs of Hirschfeld 
& Wolff realizes the worst anticipation. The 
firm had been in business for 64 years and 
had as its chief financial agent Herr Wolff, 
who occupied several other positions of 
trust. He was a prominent sociecy man 
who had lived a life of ostentatious wealth, 
his household expenses running to 400,000 
marks a year. He did little in the specula- 
tive “line until ‘recent years, when lis 
private extrayagances” and~ losses at) the 
rambling table led to his ombarrassment. 

Ie tried to recoup his losses through deal- 
ing on the Paris and Berlin bourses. As a 
matter of fact the firm had been insolvent 
#ince 1883. For a number of years it. has

ing in connection with the banker Joseph 
Leipziger. It is asserted that Wolff, with 
all the. facts being known to Leipaiger, 
floated fraudulent drafts through Leipziger, 
and pawned securities of depositors amount- 
ing in value to 3,500,000 marks.

Evaporated Fruit, 

The American Oultivator has an iaterest- 
ing article on the above subjeot, in which 
{t says that ibis little more than 20 years 
since the first fruit evaporator was pub to 
work in a small town of New York. 

As is well known, ip large orchards there 
is 8 quantity of fruit nob good enough for 
market and yet too good to be sent to the 
older mill, which is particularly well adapt- 
ed for drying purposes, Ib {fs sald that 
within a radius of 40 miles of Rochester 
there are more than 2,000 evaporatore, 
ranging In 2sapacity from small farmhouse 
dryers of 25 bushels per day, to the large 
sfeam evaporators drying from 800 to 1,000 
These give employ- 


to at least 50,000 persons. 


The dried fruit has much advantage over 


the canned for shipment or for places where 
transportation Is expensive. 

One hundred pounds of the green fruit 
would be Fedneed ts 12 pounds, or 84 bus. 
of apples are needed to make a case of 50 
lbs, of evaporated frult. From New York 
to Liverpool the freight upon this would be 
30 cents, while upon the whole fruit in bar- 
rels {t would nob be less than $2.25, and if 

anned, the frelght would be about $2, or 
$2.10. The danger from long keeping, if 
the market was not ready for them when 
sent, would be but small, while fresh fruit 
rots rery quickly, and canned frult fs Ilable 
to fermentation if kept through hot weather, 

In evaporating apples the cores and skins 
can be also dried, and there is a market for 
them in the manufacture of the cheap apple 
jollles, while what is called chopped apples, 
made from clder apples chopped up, are 
dried and sent abroad, to be there made 
{nto wines and brandles. Ib is sald that 
12,000,000 pounds of apple refuse and 
150,000,000 pounds of the chopped epples 
are sold each year, while 30,000,000 pounds 
of evaporated apples made from 5,000,000 
bushels of appleais rather an under estimate 
of the amount pub up ina year of abun- 
dance. 

In Boston Jast year evaporated apples 
sold at 12 to 15c. per pound, while this 
year they are slow of sale at 7 to 90. The 
sale is reported In Boston of 13,000 cases 
for exportation at 6jc. An ayerage price 
for good stock may be considered at 6 to 80,

A FATAL BULL-FIGHT. 


Two Hundred Spectators Tojured, 20 of 
Them Fatally. 

Rone, Nov. 11,—A terrible accident hap- 
pened yesterday in Castel.a-Mare, a city on 
the Bay of Naples. A large number of 
spectators had gathered to witness a series 
of bull fights, which were to take place in 
the arena of the circus at that place. 
While one of the contests was in 
progress and the people had been worked 
uptoa high state of oxcitement by the 
struggle between the infuriated animal and 
its tormentors, the circular tiers of seats 
from which the spectators were view- 
ing the sport became weakened 
and a large section of the structure con- 
taining 500 persons suddenly collapsed and 
darted the people down with it. Those 
seated on the wrecked spot had no chance 
to make any attempt to escape, There was 
firat a terrifying tremor and lurching of the 
structure and then before anyone hada 
chance to realize the danger there was a 
horrible, grinding, tearing noise and the 
seats gave way beneath the terror-stricken 
people and they were precipitated with a 
terrible crash to the ground below. 

Considerable time elapsed before all the 
injured could be extricated from the jumble 
of torn and splintered woodwork. Nearly 
everyone who went down with the falling 
portion of the structure received a Grand 
of some kind. When the large force of 
physicians who had been summoned had 
concluded their labors it was learned that 
100 of the victims were seriously injured, 
and that in 20 cases it was feared the 
wounds would have a fatal result. 





Tho Expensivyeness of Sandringham, 


Loxpos, Noy. 11.—Sandringham has 
been an unlucky place for the Prince of 
Wales, who never would have purchased 
the estate if the Prince Consort had lived 
another year. Sandringham was bought 
from Mr. Spencer Cowper for £220,000, 
mainly through the. influence of Lord 
Palmerston, stepfather of the vendor. The 
nominal rental was about £7000 a year, 
but the whole estate was in the 
worst possible order. ‘The house is small 
and dilapidated, and the demesne had been 
utterly neglected. The Prince had to build 
and plant, and indéed, to carry out costly 
improvements of every kind, both on the 
es and on the estate. The whole rental 
ns been expended on the property during 
the last 28 years, in addition to which a 
sum has been spent on the new house, new 
gardens, the park aud the home farms 
Which is nearly as much as the original pur- 
chase money. 





Speculating Parson in Trouble, 


Batu, Noy. 11.—Dr. Clutterbuck, an 
eminent Welsh divine, was arrested two 
weoks ago for obtaining £1200 on false pre- 
tences from a lady of his congregation. It 
turned out that the reverend gentleman had 
developed into ao heavy operator, and 
tharges were piled up against him amount- 
ing to £16,000, ‘The doctor, it was alleged, 
had been speculating in stocks on a plan by 
which money entrusted to him by his 
parishioners wus left absolutely at his dis- 
cretion. He placed £7000 with one broker 
who failed, and £5000 with another, losing 
in the latter instance £2000, He was com- 
mitted for trial.

Lonvon, Noy. 11.-—Edmund Yates cables: 
I have the best authority for stating that 
there is no foundation whatever for the re- 
port, that the King and Queen of Italy are 
to pay state visit to England next year,when

Opening of ie Aminal Convention at Ta 
ronto Vesterdnay 

lornonno, Noy, V1 lhe annual conven 
tion of Provincial School Trustees was com: 
menced yoaterday aflernoon at the public 
schoo) buildings, about 30 dbolevatow being 
present. 

A Yengthy discussion took place on those 
sections of the wéew School Act, which de- 
termine the financial relation of collegiate 
institutes to their county councils, The 
secretary, called the attention of the con 
vention to the clause providing for the ami 
cable adjustment of the sum which the col 
legiate ought to receive. 

Owing to the fact that the present mode 
of ediicating the teachers-in-training at the 
county model school# has’ u demoralizing 
effect on the order of the public 
visited by the teachers, Rev. Mr. Somerville 
of Owen Soiind moved that a small com 
mittee he appointed to enguire into tly 
working of the county model schools and to 
suggest such changes be in the in 
terests of the pupils in the public. schools 
and not interfere with the instruction 
of the teachers’ training. This waa carried, 
and Measrs. Bartlett, Jeffers, MeGibbon, 
Davison and Somerville were appointed Ww 
act on the committee. 

The secretary gave the experience of his 
board respecting the engagement of a 
teacher this last suinmer. After the teacher 
in question bad accepted the position be ob- 
tained a better situation and wrote that he 
was unwilling to fulfilbhis engagement with 
them. ‘Tho Minister of Education was 
Hotified, and negdtiations are at present in 
progress which may result in the yourg 
man losing hi# certificate, In one letter to 
the Minister he had stated that he had 
done no more than inost every teacher in 
the province was doing. 

Very little was done at the evening meéct- 
ing of the convention. Mr. J. Vv. Farewell 
brought forward a motion expressing it as 
the opinion of the convention that in rural 
public schools one-balf day a weels should be 
sel apart eXclusively for the teaching of 
practical bookkeeping, mensuration, ete. , to 
the older pupils during the winter months, 
The idea of the proposition is to provide a 
substitute for the night schools of the 
cities. ‘The motion was passed by a niajor- 
ity of 14 to 9,

Dunuiy, Noy. 11,—The police appear to

forea policy. Whatever may-be the ground

2.—Novor carry your gun at full cook 
uoless your hand shiolds tho hammors from 
twigs or underbrush. 

3.—If Ina boat, itis nob safe to lodge 
your gun over bho aldo, as Is too often done, 
and tho firab thing on drawing in shore is 
to otop out and draw your gun towards you 
by the barrels ; whether the hammers are 
down on the nipples or not the danger Is 
great, 

4.—In hounding deor Into lakes, two 
persons only should be tn the boat ; one to 
do the shvoting from the bow, the other ab 
the stern to manage the boat ; and the gun 
should lay from the lap asross on the left 
thigh, muzzle rosting outwards In a con- 
venient position for quick work. Eyon in 
apy position alway carry at half-cock, 

5.—If a muzzle loader, in loading novor 
put your cap on the nipple till after your 
charges are in, then press on the cap gently 
and let the hammers down carefully ; and 
in drawing a charge from a gun, always firab 
remove the caps, brush off the nipples, then 
you can handle your gun without danger. 
Breoch-loading guns should never be 
brought fn any house without first with- 
drawing the cartridges, and never loaded 
until you are on the hunting ground.

THE FOURTH SERMON OF REV, OR. 
TALMAGE'S PRESENT SERIES. 


GOSPEL ISLANDS 


Ho Bids Neypt, the Land Which Was De 


pressing to Him, Good-bye—He Enter 


“The Gospol Arohipelago’'— Patmos": 


Gloom a Help to Revelation, 


Brooxiyy, N.Y., Nov. 8, 18S91.—'This 
morning's sermon by Rev. Dr, Talmage, 
tho fourth of tho series, was on the Islands 
of the ‘Greek Archipelago. . The. Doctor 
took two texta:—Aocta, 21:3, ''Whon we 
had discovered’ Cyprus we left it on the 
left han’; and Revelation, 1 9) ‘© 1, John, 

was in the isle that in called Pativos,” 

Goo bys, Egypt! Although interestin 
and instructive beyond any country in al 
the world, excepting the Holy Land, Egypt 
was to mo somewhat depressing. It waa a 
post mortem examination of cities that 
died four thousand’ years ago. 

Good-bye Egypt’! | This setinon finds us 
on thé steamer Minerva in the Grecian 
Archipolago, tho islands of the New» 'Testa- 
ment, and islands Paulinian and Johannian 
in their reminiscence, What Bradshaw's di- 
rectory is to travellers in Europe; aud what 
tho railroad guide is to travellers ii Ameri- 
ca, the Book of the Acts in the Bible is to 
voyagers in the Grecian, or as [ shall call it, 
the Gospel Archipelago, The Bible geogra- 
phy of that region is accurate without a 
shadow of mistake. We are sailing this 
morning on the same waters that 
Paul sailed, but in the opposite 
direction to that which Paul voyaged. 
He was _ sailin southward, and we 
northward. With him it was, Ephesus, 
Coos, Rhodes, Cyprus, With us it is re- 
versed, and it is, Cyprus, Rhodes, Coos, 
Ephesus. There is no book in the world 

so accurate as the Divine Book, My text 
says that Paul left Cyprus on the left; wo 
going in the opposite direction, have it on 
the right. On our ship Minerva were only 
two or three passengers beside our party, 
so we had plenty of room to walk the deck 
and oh, what a night was’ Christmas night 
of 1889 in that Grecian Archipelago—islands 
of light above, islands of beauty beneath! 
It is a royal family of islands, this Grecian 
Archipelago; the crown of the world’s 
scenery sot with sapphire and emerald and 
topaz and chrysoprasus and ablaze with a 
plory that seems let down out of celestial 
andscapes. God evidently made up his 
mind that just here He would demonstrate 
the utmost that can de done with islands 
for the beautification of earthly scenry. 

The steamer had abpped during the 
night and in the morning the ship was as 
qo as this floor, when we hastened up to 
the deck and found that we had anchored 
off the islaid of Cyprus. Ina boat, which 
the natives rowed standing up, as is the 
custom, instead of sitting 5 as when we 
row, we were soon landed on the streets 
where Paul and Barnabas walked and 

reached. Yea, when at Antioch Paul and 

arnabas got into a fight—as ministers 
sometimes did, and sometimes do, for they 
all have imperfections enough to anchor 
them to this world till their work is 
dono, I say—when because of that bitter 
controversy Paul and Barnabas parted, 
Barnabas came back here to Cyprus, which 
was his birthplace. Island wonderful for 
history! It has been the prize sometimes 
won by Persia, by Greece, by Egypt, by 
the Saracens, by the Crusaders, and last of 
all, not by sword, but by pen, and that the 
pen of the keenest diplomatist of the cen- 
tury, Lord Beaconsfield, who under a lease 
which was as good as a purchase, set Cyprus 
among the jewels of Victoria’s crown. 

The most of its glory is the glory of the 
past, and the typhoid fevers that sweep its 
coast and the clouds of locusts that often 
blacken itsskies, and frequent change of gov- 
ernmental masters, hinders prosperity. But 
when the islands of the sea come to God, 
Cyprus will come with them, and the agri- 
cultural and commercial opulence which 
adorned it in ages past will be eclipsed by 
the agricultural and commercial anc religi- 
ous triumphs of the ages to come, Why is 
the world so stupid that it cannot seo that 
nations are prospered in temporal things in 
proportion as they are prospered in religi- 
ous things. Godliness is profitable not 
only for individuals but for nations. 

Night came down on land and sea and 
the voyage became to me more and more 
suggestive and solemn, If you are pacin 
it alone, a ship's deck in the darkness Sad 
at sea isa weird place, and an active im- 
agination may conjure up almost any 
shape he.will and it shall walk the sea or 
Soetron the smoke-stack, or mect him un- 
der the captain’s bridge. But here J 
was alone on the ship's deck in the Gospel 
Archipelago and do you wonder that the 
sea was populous with the past and that 
down the ratlines Bible memories descended! 
Our friends had all gone to their berths. 
“Captain,” ‘said, ‘‘when will we ar 
rive at the Island of Rhodes?’ Looking 
out from under his glazed cap, he respond: 
ed in sepulchral voice; ‘‘About midnight.” 
Though it would be keeping unreasonable 
hours, I concluded to stay on deck, for I 
must see Rhodes, one of the islands associ- 
ated with the name of the greatest mission- 
ary the world ever saw or ever will 
Paul landed there and that was enough to 
make it famous while tho world stands, and 
famouse in heaven when the world has 
come a charred wreck. 

Vhis island has had a wonderful histary, 
With six thousand Knights of St. John, it 
at One time stood out against two hundred 
thousand warriors under ‘“‘Solyinan the 
Magnificent.” The ¢ ity had three thous 
and statues, and a statue to Apollo called 
which 
considered one of the seven wonders of 
world It was twelve years in 
andl was seventy cubits high, and had o 
winding Stairs tothe top. It fifty- 
six years, and then was proatrated by an 
earthquake, After lying .n ruins for nine 
hundred years it was purchased to be con- 
purposes, and the imetal, 
twenty thous 
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t, and tho dust and 


supernatural arin to help it ashore All the 
atatues and images of heathendom 
attompts to bring celestial forces down into 
human affairs leased be our cara that 
wo have hoard of an ever-present God, and 
that through Jesus Christ He comen inte 
our hearts and our homes, and with more 
than fatherly and motherly interost and 
affection He is with ua in all our struggles 
and bereavements and vicissitudes. Rhodes 
neods something higher than the Colossus, 
and the day will come when Christ, whom 
Paul was serving when ho sailed into this 
harbor of Rhodes, shall take possession of 
that Island. 

As we move on up through this archi- 
pelago, I am reminded of what an impor- 
tant part the islands have taken in the hia: 
tory of the world, They are nex oasary to 
tho balancing of the planet. The two hem 
isphores must have thom As you put 
down upon a scale the heavy pound weights, 
and then the small 
thinks of dospising 
the continents

history you will see when I remind you 
that the island of Salamis produced Solon, 
and that the island of | Chios produced 
Homer, and the island of Samos produced 
Pythagoras, and the island of Coos produced 
Hippocrates. 

But there is one island that I longed to 
see more thanany other. Ican afford to 
miss the princes among the islands, but I 
must seo the king of the Archipelago, The 
one I longed to see is not many miles in 
circumferences as Cyprus of Crete or Paros 
or Naxos or Scio or Mitylene, but I had 
rather, in this sail through the Grecian 
Archipelago, see that than all the others; 
for more of the glorics of heaven landed there 
than on all the islands and continents since 
the world stood. As we come toward it I 
feel my pulse quicken. ‘I, John, was in 
the island that is called Patmos.” Itis a 

ile of rocks twenty-eight miles in cireum- 
erence.. A few cypresses and inferior 
olive pump a living out of the earth, 
and one palin tree spreads ita foliage. 
But the barrenness and gloom and lone 
liness of the island made it « prison for the 
banished evangelist, Domitian could not 
stand his ministry and ono day, under arm- 
ed guard, that minister of the Gospel stepp- 
ed from a tossing boat to these dismal rocks, 
and walked up to the dismal cavern which 
was to be his home, and the place where 
should pass before him all the conflicts of 
coming time, and all the raptures of a com- 
ing eternity. Is it not remarkable that near- 
ly all tho great revelations of music and 
poetry and religion have been made to men 
in banishment—Homer and Milton banished 
into blindness; Beethoven banished into 
deafness; Dante writing his Divina Comme- 
dia daring the nineteon years of banishment 
from his native land; Victor Hugo writ- 
ing his Les Miserables exiled from home 
and country on the island of Guernsey, 
andthe brightest visions of the future 
have been given to those who by sickness 
or sorrow were exiled from the outer 
world into rooms of suffering. Only those 
who have been imprisoned by very hard 
surroundings haye had great revelations 
made to them, So Patmos, wild, chill 
and bleak and terrible was the best island 
in all the Archipelago, the best place in all 
the earth for divine ‘revelation. Before a 
panorama can be successfully seen the 
room in which you sit must be darkened, 
and inthe presence of John was to pass 
such & panorama as no man ever before 
saw orever will sce in this world, and 
hence the gloom of his surroundings was a 
help rather than a hindrance. All the sur- 
roundings of the place affected St, John's 
imagery when he speaks of heaven. St. 
John, hungry from enforced abstinence, or 
having no food except that at which his 
appetite revolted, thinks of heayen; and as 
the famished man is apt to dream of 
bountiful tables covered with luxuries, so 
St. John says of the inhabitants of heaven, 
“They shall hunger no more.” Scarcity of 
fresh water on Patmos and the hot 
tongue of St. John’s thirst leads him to 
admire heaven as he says, ‘They shall 
thirst no more.” St. John hears the 
waves of the wildly dashing against 
the rocks ‘and each wave has a voice, and 
all the waves together mako a chorus, and 
they remind me of the multitudinous an. 
thems of heavens, and he says, “They are 
like the voice of many waters.” One day, 
as he looked off upon the sea, the waters 
were very smooth, as itis to-day while we 
sail them in the Minerva, and they were 
like glass and the sunlight seemed to set 
them on fire, aud there was a mingling of 
white light and intense flame, and as St. 
John looked out from his cavern home 
upon tho brilliant sea, he thought of the 
splendors of heaven and described them 
“as a sea of glass mingled with fire.” Yes, 
sc..ted in the dark cavern of Patmos, though 
homesick and hungry and loaded witb 
Domitian’s anathemas, St. John was the 
most fortunate man on earth because of the 
panorama that passed before the mouth of 
that cavern, 

Turn down all the lights that we may 
better see it. The panorama passes, and 
lo! the conquering Christ, robed, girdled, 
armed, the tlash of golden candlesticks and 
seven stars in his right hand, candlesticks 
the smoke and the horror fill the canvas, 
while from above and beneath are voices 
announcing ‘Babylon is fallen, is fallen!” 
And we halt again to reat from the spec- 
tacle. Again the panoraima passes before 
the cavern of Patmos, and John the exile 
sees & mounted Christ on # snow-white 
charger leading forth, the cavalry of 
heaven, the long line of white chargers gal- 
loping through the scene, the clattering of 
hoofs, the clinking of bridle-bits, and the

RETRIBUTION, 


The career of the Grit faction in Quebec 
has beon a merry one, but it is evidently 
vory near ita end. The exposures in con- 
nection with the Bale des Chalours affair, 
supplemented by J.P. Whelan’s revelations 
of the rascality in connection with the Que- 
bec court house, in which $115,000 of the 
public money was handed over by him to 
the “elevators of the standard of public 
morality,” are sufficient to utterly condemn 
any party, and we are assured that these 
are but a sample of many other similar 
transactions In which the same parties have 
figured. The time seems near at hand when 
a fall expoaure of the whole serles of rob: 
beries will be made, and astern punishment 
will be meted out to the offenders. 


THE DAIRYING INDUSTRY. 

The Woodatock Sentinel-Review takes an 
active interest in the dairy industry —than 
which, we may remark, there is none more 
important in this country—and frequently 
discusses, In an able and instructive man- 
ner, matters in connection therewith. 
Speakicg of the addresses made by Pro. 
fessor Robertaon, Dominion Dairy Com- 
missioner, Hon, Thos. Ballantyne, M.P.P., 
and other gentlemen prominently connect- 
ed with the Industry, aba meeting at Lis- 
towel, our contemporary remarks : 

The decision given by His Honor Judge 
Finkle in the Matheson appeal case, aa reported 
acd discussed by the Sentinel-Review, has ex- 
cited wide interest among dairymen not only in 
the Oxford district but throughout the whole 
province. Mr, Ballantyne referred to it in his 
able address as an unfortunate decision, and in- 
timated that it would necessitate action on the 
part of the Dairymen’s Association, He declar- 
ed that the intention of those who framed the 
law was to make the man who was paid for pure 
mi k rerponsible for delivering it to the factory, 
aod that the fact of deterioration should be 
taken as evidence of guilt when there was no 
evidence of a direct nature, Prof, Robertson 
holds the same, As these gentlemen know per- 
sonally what the intention of those who secured 
legislation on the subject was, their views are 
interesting. Like the inspectors, they sgree 
that ehonld the jadgment in question hold good: 
the usefulness of the milk inspectors and of the 
law against deterioration will be greatly weak 
ened, 

In the same connection, astatement made by 

Prof, Robertson will be read with keen interest, 
The Sentinel-Review has been advocating with 
ceaselers persistence, sincs the introduction of 
the Baboock tester, the system of paying for 
milk according to quality, In our intercourie 
with dairymen during the past eummer wo have 
found some makers and others ready to question 
the wisdom or the justice of such a system. 
Ithas been contended that the percentages of 
butter fat was nota true test of the value of 
milk for cheese prodacing purpoees; that tnere 
were elements in the problem that complicated it 
wo that a just system of payment according to 
quality, asthe result of the u:nual teste could 
not bsarrived at, Mr. Robertson declares that 
the result of the experiments made points to the 
conclusion that the perount=ge of butter fat is a 
correct measure of the value of milk for cheese 
making, Thusa disputed point is solved and 
the way made easy to introduce a just system, 

Only one other point toached upon at the 
Listowel meeting we have space just now to 
refer to, Mr, Ballantyne declared that the 

practice of returniog whey in the milk cans to 
the patrons was a dangerous ono; that in the 
past the flavor of whoy was distinctly poroept- 
ible in the product of many factories, snd that 
the practice should ceaso throughout the wholo 
country, This view waaheld by othors. It 
seomed to bave the warin approval of all the 
makers and buyers aod most of the patrons 
present, It is unqaesionably correct. The 
system prevails so largely in Oxford that it may 
seem a big undertaking to advocate a change, 
Bat wherever it prevails a change should be 
made in the interests of fins flavored cheese, 
We aro Inclined to agreo with all that fs 
above advanced by our c yntem porary, 

Self-interost, if no higher reason, makes it 

the duty of every person ongaged in the 

cheese industry to keep the standard of 

Canadian cheese up to the highost notch, 

and this cannot be done unlees pure milk 

of the best quailty fs supplied to the fac- 
torles and tho possibility of talnting the 
milk ts done away with.

Fickle Hops, 

About a month or so ago, several lots of 
choice Oanadian hops were gold in this mar- 
ket at Ido, to ldo, one lot of 3 tona being 
sold at tho latter figure. A Toronto firm 
also offered 100 bales of choice Prince Ed- 
ward County hops at about the same time, 
to a brewer of this city at 16c, for dolivery 
in December and January next, buo luckily 
for the Toronto firm, the brewor had not 
sufticlent faith in the future of prices to ac- 
cept the offer, To-day, however, the same 
description of hops could not be bought un- 
dor 20c , although brewers say they will not 
pay that figure yot, as they have euflicient 
stock to keop them going forsome time. At 
the commencement of present season, a lot 
of now Bavarians was bought by a Montreal 
brewer at 20c, freight and duty paid, and 
to-day ho is offered $300 profit for his bar- 
gain, but ashe requires the hops for his 
own use he refuses the offer. Oholce Ba- 
Varian are now hold for 35c and a lot of 
Bohemians are held at 37c. A consider- 
ablo advance has taken placo in England 
and on the continent for all fine to cholce 
varleties, aud latest cable advices report the 
market firm at the advance.—Traie 
Bulletin. 


Stand Fast. 

All honor to Sir John Thompson for 
manfully asserting Canada’s rights to au- 
preme legislative powers In dealing with 
great question of copyright. 

Citizens of the United States who sought 
te secure copyright in Uanada by reglster- 
ing their works at Ottawa have been dizap- 
pointed. The Department of Agriculture 
rofuses to register American copyrights. 
The Republic is indignant and claims that 
the Anglo-American treaty gives {ts authors 
and publishers all rights in Canada that are 
thereby conceded to it in England. 

Sir John Thompson believes that under 
the terms of the British North Amorica 
Act Canada onjoys the full priviloges of 
nationality. Among theso is power to 
legialate on all matters affecting copyrighta, 

Chis liberty the Dominion Parliament has 
jastly used, and the protest entered by tho 
Senate and the Commons at the last session 
will orge the Imperial authorities to hood 
tho demand of the Dominion.—Toronto 
Telegram.

Total Eclipse of the Moon, 


How to Observo it- Interesting Particulars 

A total eclipse of the moon will take place 
to-morrow evening. It will be visible here 
and generally in North and South America, 
in the eastern Pacifico and in the Atlantic 
oceans, and in Asia, Africa, and Europe. 
The moon wil) enter the penumbra at 4 hrs, 
36 mings. p. m., eastern standard time, and 
at 5 hrs, 35 mins. the moon will enter the 
shadow, The total eclipse will begin at 6 
hra. 37 mine., and the middle of tho eclipse 
will be reached at 7 hrs, 19 mins. The total 
eclipse will end at 8 hrs, Ol min. The moon 
will leave the shadow at 9 hrs. 03 mins., and 
will leave the penumbra at 10 hrs. OL min, 

The fall moon of that day will begin to 
enter the umbra,or trae shadow of the earth 
(beginning of eclipse), at 5h, 35m, afternoon 
eastern standard time, As the sun eets at 
4hre. 20m. that afternoon, it will bo suffi- 
cieutly dark to notice the commencement 
of the eclipse, the newly rison moon being 
at the time above the eastern horizon in the 
constellation Taurus, near the ‘* Pleiades” 
(Seven Stars) 

The shadow will advance from the east 
or left hand side of the moon until totality 
begins ab 6h, 37m. castern standard time. 
The whole of the moon's disc will then be 
obscured by the oarth’s shadow. It will 
then bo interesting to notice if the moon 
continues vieible. Usually it assumes a dark 
coppery color, but occasionally 1) entirely 
disappears from sight. 

The ** middle of the eclipse,” when the 
moon Is centrally situate in the shadow, is 
at 7h. 18m. It continues totally obscured 
until 8h. 00m., when the first faint streak 
of light will appear on tho eastern limb, 
growing broader and broader. This ts term- 
ed the ‘*end of the total phase.” 

Gradually, the shadow will recede across 
the dlec to westward, leaving ib entlroly at 
9h. 03m , nearly opposite the spot where it 
entered, 

A similar eclipse ocourred on November 
4, 1873, and another will take place on No- 
vember 27, 1909. 


Methodist Missions, 

Tho annual session of the Missionary 
Board of the Bay of Quinte Methodist Con- 
ferepce was held at Bowmanville during 
the past few days. 

Rey. O. R. Lambly, M.A., President of 
the Oonferonce, presided. Rev. William 
Johnston, of Tweed, was elected Secretary. 
The sum of $12,243 was voted to this con- 
ference by the Contral Missionary Board, 
bub this sum was only sufficient to give to 
each of the missionaries 63 per eenbt of the 
amounts asked for by the missions. As the 
grants are made on a higher basis than they 
wore a few years ago, the men are better 
paid. The lay delegates elected Mr. W. 
R. Aylesworth, of Deseronto, as a member 
of the Central Board, The entire field of 
lesions within the bounds of the conference 
aro reviewed, and special cases receive 
special attention. The past year has boon 
by far the most successful in the history of 
the Missionary Soclety. The total Income 
was over $245,000. The next meeting of 
the board fs to be held in the George street 
church, Peterboro’.

Further solacious evidence followed, 
showing thathe was a Conservative and 
never intended to vote for Davidson. The 
witness continued: John G. Smith, a cousin 
of William Smith, the defeated candidate, 
hunted me up at a hotel in Niagara-street, 
I reported to Jack Lawder that sa ne night 
that I got the tickets what had occurred 
at Reform Club. I sold the ticket for $2 to 
Alexander Henderson of the Inland Revenue 
oflice, Toronto. I'll take money every time 
I can get it. Dickie told me it was through 
Dr. Rae of Oshawa and he wrote me. 
Michael P. Warren, who had gathered the 
Oshawa voters in Toronto, said that John 
Manning spoke very bitterly to him about 
the treatment his (Manning’s) sister had 
received from Wm. Smith, the defeated 
candidate. 

The railway feature of the case was 
further taken up by examining C. W. 
Taylor, business manager, Toronto Globe, 
as to having arranged for the running of 
special trains for voters on election day. 
He explained thore had been a confusion of 
accounts between The Globo and Reform 
organization through changing one of tho 
specials run west from Toronto, election 
day, in place of one they had to carry The 
Globes through to Windsor the morning 
after the election, 

The Leslie case was then taken up with 
the examination of Mra, Leslie, who denied 
having been paid any money by Seibert on 
the occasion of Seibert and young Campbell 
calling on her husband in Toronto before 
election, nor did she hear any promise 
made to pay her husband anything, but on 
his return he told her Seibert had put a bill 
in his vest pocket and when he got to the 
station on pulling out the bill found it was 
only $l. 

Jobn G. Campbell and Louis Seibert 
denicd haying paid or promised to pay any- 
thing to Leshe, who they said was only too 
anxious to get down to Whitby to vote and 
would have walked if they had not given 
him a ticket.

ANOTHER RASCALLY BANKER, 


Confessing to the Embezzlement of a Large 
Sum. 

Bercy, Noy. 16.—Herr Mass, the head 
of a banking and exchange firm at Charlot- 
tenburg, a suburb of Berlin, surrendered 
himself this morning to the police of this 
city and confessed that he had misappro- 
priated a quantity of securities deposited 
with him by various customers, The total 
amount of his embezzlements will be ex- 
ceedingly large. The members of the aris- 
tocracy Jost Heavily by the failure last Sat- 
urday of the banking hous of Friedlander 
&- Sommerfeld. Mass’ embezzlements, 
though not positively known to affect the 
aristocracy to such an extent as Wolff's 
affected them, are certain to attract the 
attention of the Emperor.

Mass gaye as his reason for surrendering 
himself to the Berlin police, instead of to 
the Charlottenburg authorities, that he 
held a high place in society and was 
ashamed to tell the police of the latter 
plecg of his crimes, His sense of shame, 
1owever, may have been quickened by the 
knowledge that his poor dapralote would 
not have taken their losses with calmness.

Then I seemed to fall to pleces 
all of a sudden,’” His disease took the 
form of dropsy in the legs, and was very 
painful. Sister Cornelia continues tho 
story: ‘During all his sufferings he never 
forgot what had brought him to this ter- 
rible condition. He kept asking me to 
warn all boys against thelr use. A few 
days before he died he called me to his bed- 
side and said that he thought he had not 
lived in vain if only those boys who are 
still alive would profit by his sufferings and 
death.” There is no other form of tobacco

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy.

Early on ‘Dhursday morning the body ofa 
man was found near the city, and an exami- 
nation showed that it contained some thirty 
different knife wounds, one of which pene- 
trated the heart, one the lungs aud another 
the groin, and any one of which would 
have been fatal. Nothing was found upon 
his person to indicate who he was, and the 
few articles in his pockets were of no value, 

Later in the day a clue to the murder 
was found when a man liying near the rail- 
road reported that five tramps bad occu- 
pied a box car during the night and he had 
heard them quarreling. A search for the 
companions of the murdered man resulted 
in the finding of one of them uear Terre 
Haute and he was placed under arrest. 

He gave his nameas Williain Oncrien and 
said that the murdered man’s name was 
Matthew Shea and that he was from Mon- 
treal or Toronto; that he was in the box- 
car with three others the night before and 
that a fight occurred and that Shea was 
stabbed, but he did not know who did it. 

These facts, he said, he learned the next 
morning from one of the tramps who were 
in the car, There were no ‘‘Cronin” fea- 
tures in the murder and the authorities 
now believe that it resulted from a chance 
quarrel.

Panis, Noy, 16 —A startling rumor ran 
through Paris yesterday, It was to the ef- 
fect that M. De Brazza, who left secretly 
for Africa at the head of the new oxpedi 
tion, had been massacred, The Minister 
for the Colonies on being asked in regard to 
the report, said: **We have heard nothing.” 
Wishing to see for himself what was going 
min the unknown regions which lie be- 
Lween the seventh and tenth degrees north 
latitude and the cleyenth and sixteenth de- 
grees longitude, M, De Brazva left Banghi 
some Lime ago with 350 men intending to 
push as far as Lake Tohad. He was con- 
vinced he would find the murdered body of 
Lieut, Cranpt on his route, He took the 
initiative of his expedition himself, and if 
anybody living could attain the object 
aimed at it is certainly De Brazza. 

“The district is inhabited by murderous 
Arabs, fanatic foes of vivilization, On 
leaving this region he meant to visit 
Sucvuina, where a great deal is going on, 
of which we knew nothing, Anotlier ex- 
plover, Lient. Meising, is now at Yulow, 
near Lake Tchad, ready to brave all risks. 
In his lettor he writes: This is an affair of 
honor to me. I will die or I will 
ruse the French flag on the shores 
of Lake ‘Tchad. A third French 
expedition, led by Chef Do Battaillon 
Monteil of the Mavines, is ulso marching to- 
witds the lake. The starting point of this 
force was Senegal. By last reports to hand 
two-thirds of the journey had Neh nccom- 
plished.” 

‘Have you any news of the German ex- 
pedition®” enquired the correspondent.

Thomas, an 
abortionist, and 53 women who have sub- 
mitted to criminal operations at her hands, 
Mme. Thomas has carried on her infamous 
business for 23 years. Since the arrest of 
Mme. Thomas the police have succeeded in 
tracking many of her former clients, chiefly 
among the working classes, including shop- 
women, workmen’s wives and domestics. 
Several deaths have also been traced to her 
criminal work, The prisoners filled three 
benches in the court. The trial will last 
two weeks, 


Francis Joseph's Preange of War. 

Vienna, Noy, 17.—The panic on the 
Vienna boerse Saturday was in consequence 
of a remark made by the Emperor of Aus- 
tria to the Polish leader, Herr Kalewski. 

“The famine in Russia,’ said the Em- 
peror, “‘increases the chances of war.” 

This expression of opinion ran like wild- 
fire through Vienna, and was being tele- 
graphed from 2 to 6 o'clock at night every- 
Where. But by 6 o'clock there was an offi- 
cial denial of the assertion and an embargo 
Was laid on all despatches containing the 
remark. 

It has transpired, however, that the Em 
peror did make the remark. 

Satorday’s panic in Vienna was the 
greatest that has occurred there since the 
great collapse of 1873. Distracted brokers 
were continually rang up by telephone and 
ordered to sell at any price. Telegrams to 
the same effect poured into the bocrse as 
fast os messengers could « arry thom, and 
hundreds of persons frantic ally hastened to 
the boerse in cabs, panting with impatience 
to throw valuable securities on the market 
at any sacrifice,

feel sorry if my pardon is not obtained. 
You seo, it has been vacation, with just 
enough to do to amuse me, The novels in 
the prison library are ape age and I 
ain very foud of dominoes and checkers, and 
find some first-class players among the men. 
Now, if it strikes me in this way, who have 
been accustomed to every luxury, how must 
it be to the poor devils, who never have a 
square meal outside! Do you wonder that 
that they flock by hundreds and thousands 
to the jnils in winter? My only surprise ig 
that you can keep any of them out at all.* 
This is the opinion of an educated man 
who has experienced the benotite of the 
system in his own person, and finds thom 
‘delightful'—a life from whieh he is loath to 
part. But it is evident that it is far from 
the ‘austority and severity’ which once did 
‘pervade the prison place; and it will be 
hard from this to realize the good man’s 
desire of ‘impressing the prisoner with tho 
idea that the way of the transgressor is

Jt appears from our Quebec despatches 
that Mr. Merclor and his colleagues have 
determined to take criminal proceedings 
against a number of newspapors which re- 
produced the interview of the correspondent 
of the Toronto Empire with Mr, Whelan on 
the subject of his disbursements for pro 
fessional and political purposes in connec 
tion with the Qaebec court house contract. 
According to the despatches tho prosecu 
tlons ore to bo taken under the English com. 
mon lew againso seditious libel, **it be- 
ing a high offence and misdemeanor to 
bring organized governniont into disrepute. 
and to try to overthrow the existing tn- 
stitutions of a country by the publication 
of false and slanderous statements for the 
purpose of poisoning the mind,” We 
hardly belleve the prosecutions will, upon 
reflection, be pressed upon any such ground, 
the common law In question haying refer- 
ence to the constitutional government, and 
not the mere political ministry which may 
be administering it for the tlme being. 
But this is after alla minor matter, of no 
particular consequence except as showing 
how very ridiculous our rulers at Quebec 
may make themsolyes ab times,—Montreal 
Gazette. 

ENGLISH AND PRENOH PRESS LAUGHING AT 
THE MERCIER GOVERNMENYS THREAT, 
An unprecedented storm of dorision and 

defiance wen) up simultaneously from the 
Eoglish and French press when ib became 
known throughout the clty that the would- 
bo autocrat of Tourouvre had threatened to 
bring the leading newspapers of both pro- 
vinces tohis feet.

Ib was {n order to gorge 
themselves with plunder tha} they invented 
this so-called national movement,appealing 
to the most generous sentiments of the peo- 
ple, and threatening us with all the horrors 
of a revolution. Five years of this regime 
has sufficed to disgust all honest men, and 
to day scorn and reprobation are driving 
the national Ministers from the posts which 
they have occupled to the gratification of 
their own instincts and the shame of the 
whole country.”

A Pight With Opium Smugglers, 
Vanxcouvin, B.C,, Nov. 17.—Yesterday 
Customs Inspec tor Lewis saw two white 
parleying mn a suspic ious manner with 
Chinese on the steamor Empress of Japan.

Four Drowned, Eleven Steal the Long 
Bont, Seven Saved by a Ware. 


VicroriA, B.C., Nov. 17,—The British 
ship Sarah went on the rocks at Carmanah 
Point last Sunday night in a fog and was 
soon dashed to pieces. Four sailors were 
drowned, being washed off the deck by 
great waves, For two nights the survivors 
were huddled up in the pilot-house on a 
piece of the cpa remaining. 

Ten men and the second mate succeeded 
after laborious effort in launching the long 
boat. Then, disregarding all pleas for help, 
they deserted the ship, leaving the captain, 
his wife, the first officer and four men to 
their fate. 

These were miraculously saved the next 
day by an enormous wave catching the 
piece of the wreck and washing it 40 yards 
into shore.

Ilus the Situation Beon So Dark for Alox

Ifans Caused the 
Crowned Heads to Tromble, 


Loxpon, Nov. 18 the arrest at 
Moscow on Thuraday last of about 100 mem 
bers of noble families, literateura and others, 
concerned in the move 
ment looking to the creation of a popular 
assombly or parliament similar to the 
Temsky labor assembly under the early 
cvars, it has become known that this alloged 
conspiracy was of much wider extent than 
at first supposed, and it is said that several

charged with being 


hundred people have been taken into cus 
tody, in addition to those referred to, 

From the time the discov ery of this 
“plot” became known the correspondents 
in Russia of the news agencies and news- 
papers have beon doing their utmost to dis- 
cover the true inwardness of these whole- 
sale but apparently, without 
success, for little or no news regarding this 
revolunttioary movement can be procured. 

A United Press correspondent at St, 
Petersburg wired last night follows: 
“Scrictest censorship on press despatches 
observed. The Government is contemplat- 
ing severe measures against news- 
paper correspondents, It is almost im- 
possible to get or send facts regarding the 
arrests of nobles and others who have been 
planning the creation of a parliament elect- 
ed by the people, Extensive arrests have 
been made here as well as in Moscow and 
other cities. All information is refused. 
The police advise correspondents not to 
comment on the arrests. The situation is 
very gravo and the wildest rumors are cir- 
culating.” 

In this city, however, there are a number 
of prominent Russian exiles who seem to be 
able to laugh at the Russian police and who 
aré kept constantly well informed by some 
secret means as to nearly all that transpires 
in Russia. 

One of the most prominent of these 
refugees was neationed last night in regard 
tothe large number of arrests now being 
made in Russia, After the correspondent 
had pledged himself not to use his in- 
formant’s name the latter said in substance 
that neverin the history of the Russian 
empire was the situation of affairs within 
the dominions of the Czar so desperate and 
so weighted with danger to the imperial 
regime. 

“Nota see of the real horrors of the 
famine are known,” he added. ‘Thousands 
are dying in the famine-stricken districts of 
starvation or typhoid fever, influenza or 
other diseases. In some sections,” said the 
Russian gentleman referred to, ‘‘the dis- 
tress is as great as when the cholera or the 
plague swept down upon villages and towns 
and took all their inhabitants off the face of 
the earth.

Preparations for a Big Battle in the 


Disaffected Province, 


Lonpon, Noy. 17.—The opposition to 
Marshal de Fonseca’s dictatorship in Brazil 
continues to grow in strength Porto 
Alegre, the capital of the revolted province 
of Rio Grande do Sul, is now in the hands 
of the national party and preparations for 
its defense are being actively made. 

Almost daily bodies of deserters from the 
Dictator’s army are joining the ranks of the 
Junta’s army, and both sides are preparing 
for a desperate struggle. De Fonseca is 
said to be expecting soon to be in a position 
to niove upon Rio Grande do Sul with an 
army of 60,000 men, while leaving his rear 
and base of operations protected by a 
strong reserve force of troops. 

According to the official advices received 
by the Brazilian Minister here, Rio Janeiro 
is perfectly tranquil and is likely to remain 
so, The Dictator is reported to have 20,000 
of his troops in and about Rio Janeiro. 

Fighting between the Dictator’s troops 
and the Nationalists is again reported from 
eee The Dictators troops have sur- 
rendered and haye joined issue with their 
captors. ‘This places another arsenal with 
4 further stock of arms and ammunition in 
the possession of the insurgents,

alleged instances of immorality in the army. 

He resolved to stamp out vicious 
practices which, it is said, were especially 
prevalent in the time of the late Napoleon 
and were supposed to have virtually disap- 
peared with the other evils that attended 
the gilded pageant of the empire.

The Career of Charies Morton, 
at Binghamton 

BincHamtTon, N.Y New. 18.\—Charles 
Morton, alias William Lupard, who was 
arrested here yesterday charged with at 
sot p ting to defraud a number of State 
banks by means of frundulent drafts, made 
a statement to-day. 

He was born in California’ and after 
knocking about « onsiderably he entered the 
journalistic field and contributed toa nuin- 
bor of papers in the west.

Incidentally 
he asked the; cashier to deposit checks, 
which he inclosed to the amount of $3000 
to his credit, and forward hin a New 
York draft for the same, The draft 
was forwarded, but ‘meantime telé- 
graphic inquiries were sent to © Cali- 
fornia concérning Morton by the cashier of 
the Cattaraugus Bank, which elicited the 
information that he was o fraud.

Transfixed, Yet Living, 


© Hlory Told by @ Spear io the Breast 
Hone of @ Wild Brant, 


(Washington Hvening Star.) 

A yory surprising ourlosity has been 
placod In tho hands of Prof, Otis T, Mason 
ab the Natlonal Museum, [bis tho broast 
bone of « wild brant transfixed by an arrow, 
Cho bled, which wolghed aboub 16 pounds, 
was slot in the Kankakoo marshes, Lodiana, 
with & gun and subscquontly eaten, bub the 
parbot Ils anatomy montionod was pro 
served, 

Oneoo upon s time—'b must have boen 
somo yoars boeforo—this prrtloular brant 
was suminering la Alaska, whoro othora of 
its spcolons gathor every yoor for the pur- 
poro of mating. An Indian shot at the 
bird with an arrow, which had for its point 
a ploco of deer’s rib sevon Inches long. Ole 
alm was so truo that the weapon wont oloar 
through tho **keol” of the fowl’s breast bone 
and stuck there, the shaft falling to the 
ground. 16 is in this way that the natives 
of thoso parts make their arrows, In order 
thad the shafts may not be lost, Tho latter 
fell when the gamo is strack and are picked 
up again, 

Though transfixed in this fashion the 





brant was too sturdy a bird to ylold Its lifo 
roadily, no vital organ having boon touched, 
and ib calmly flow away, doubtless to the 
dleyosb of the hunter, After a while the 
wound healed, and the fowl managed to 
gob along very comfortably with the deer's 
rib through ite breast, Years afterward it 
was slain with more sure leaden shot in 
Indiana, and now ita breast bone has been 
deposited at the National Museum by Mr, 
W. W. Ohoshire, of this clty. Its traglo 
history is known thus in dotail because the 
arrow head itself told it all. Each Indian 
tribe in Alaska makes {ts weapons after a 
pattern peculiar to Itself, and Prof. Mason 
has bhus been enabled to determine the 
Yukon River, and nowhereelso, Further- 
more, he knows positively ab what part of 
the Yukon the thing occurred, and he can 
even locate the epot with certainty within 
‘wo or three miles. Ib fs an affair quite 
unique that a bird should be thus impaled 
and yet carry the inatrument of death so 
long and In sucha manner. Besides, tho 
story has additional Interest in the bearing 
{tp has upon the stady of this bird's migra- 
tion. 

The arrow head Is stuck through the keel 
of the breast bone precisely at right angles 
with the latter, projecting on elther aide 
aboubd an equal distance. To protect the 
bird’s flesh against its irritation bony ma- 
terlal has been deposited around the weap- 
on for half au inch each way. The pleco 
of deer’s rib was straightened by the maker 
of the arrow witha sort of wrench in the 
process of manufacture, after which it was 
shaved down and polished to a fine poinc. 
Noar the butt end of it is a single barb, for 
the instrament is of a character known as 
the rankling weapon—that is to say, after 
entering the flesh of the victim ib works Its 
way into the vitals,eventually causing death, 
An Indian thinks nothing of following a 
deer thus wounded for many days in tho 
expectation of securing the prey finally.

Lonpon, Nov. 19.—Wise, the boy mur- 
derer, was present yesterday at the coroner's 
eit upon the body of his victim, Salter, 
and acted in a manner that confirmed the 
belief of those who have watched the caso 
that he is a moral monstrosity. He 
chuckled and rubbed his hands with plea- 
sure as the witnesses told the circumstances 
of the murder; how he had pushed young 
Salter over the cliff; how he had lau shed at 
his victim's sufferings and how he had after- 
wards threatened to kill 
panion, the boy Groom. 

Lieutenant Mills testified that Wise, after 
relating the facts of the Salter murder, had 
confessed that he had strangled a boy in the 
Catholic school at Guildford last July and 
buried his body in the woods back of the 
school. Wise was wonderfully calm while 
telling of his crimes, but when witness 
visited him again three hours afterwards & 
complete change had come over the boy's 
appearance, and he looked Ilke a ferocious 
maniac, with glittering eyes and sinister ex- 
pression of countenance, 

After hearing further evidence, the 
coroner committed Wise for trial, ona charge 
of wilful murder, at the Dorset Assizes, now 
in session.

The Marchioness of Westminster, 

Lonpon, Noy, 10.—Edmund Yates cables: 
The Marchioness of Westminster died on 
Wednesday night, four days after entering 
upon her 95th year. ate Westminster 
came out during the season of 1815. She 
was married in 1819 and lost her husband 
in 1869, a few weeks after they had cele- 
brated their golden wedding. She survived 
him 22 years. A more devoted couple than 
Lord and Lady Westminster were never 
known, Lady Westminster seceded from 
the Liberals during Mr. Gadstone’s first 
Administration, and at the last four general 
elections her great influence in Dorsetshire 
was exercised on behalf of the Conservative 
candidates. She considerably resented tho 
continued adherence of her sons to Mr. 
Gladstone in 1880, but their secession in 
1886 appeased her wrath, She was a woman 
of wide reading, bright intelligence and 
much force of character, 





The Queen's Proposed Continental Trip 

Lonpon, Noy. 19.—The Queen will pro- 
ceed to the Continent, according to\present 
arrangements, at the end of March, and is 
to remain abroad nearly six weeks.

RATTLER AND KING SNAKE, 


Long and Desperate Mattio Which Ite- 
sulted in the Former’s Defeut, 

Some thirty years ago a gentleman who 
was walking on «a country road on a hot 
summer day hearda rustling in the dry 
leaves, and, going into the ticket, found a 
king snake and a# rattlesnake engaged in a 
Sullivan-Ryan Sght-torthe death slugging 
match.

when the king would recover his breath 
and strength in some degree he would 
begin to tighten his folds again and the con- 
flict began anew. And it continued thus 
until 10 or 11 o'clock that night, when the 
king relaxed his jaws und Withdrew. His 
foe waa dead. 

The victor lay stretched out at his ease 
for a considerable time and then began to 
lick the rattler’s body. Beginning at the 
head he plastered the rough coat down even 
to the end of the tail, Then, going back to 
the head, he began the swallowing process. 
To the observers this seemeéd a preposterous 
and hopeless job, for the rattler was not 
less than one-fourth, if not one-third the 
larger of the two. ‘The family lingered into 
the small hours of the niglit watching, and 
when they went to bed at least half of the 
rattler was inside the king. Next morning 
there was only one serpent in the barrel, 
but he was as big as the two had been the 
oF before. He reminded those who be- 
held him of the funny paper's goat that had 
eaten a barrel. And the king seemed as 
dead as the rattler. It was many days be- 
fore he moved. When he showed signs of 
life, and acted like he might want to step 
down-town to get a drink, the barrel was 
gently turned down and he crawled off into 
a big patch of hog weeds. And this is no 
joke, says The Sunny South, but a truthful 
account of an actual occurrence. 


WAS A CANADIAN. 


A Smith's Falls Doeutist Looms Up After 
Many Years. 


Bostox, Mass., Nov. 19.——Dr. Ira Rich- 
mond has been arrested at Brocton ona 
charge of bigamy. Richmond. or Ira But- 
ler, which is his true name, isa native of 
Smith’s Falls, Oot., where he practised for 
years as adentist. In 1883 he arrived at 
Lockport, N.Y. He claimed to be a physi- 
cian anda graduate of the New York 
Medical University. He looked like a 
kindly, benevolent cld mau, when in reality 
lie was a villain. He married a widow 
here by the name of Sarah Platts and 
opened a sanitarium. They quarreled soon 
and parted. It was part of his scheme 
to get hold of some rich widow and when 
her money had become his to cast her off. 
In the spring of 1885 Lizaic Cook died under 
suspicious circumstances. She was buried 
in the morning, Dr. Richmond attending 
the foneral and joining in great reverence 
in the prayers and hymns. In the afternoon 
of the same day Coroner T. B. ‘Cosfond ex- 
humed the body, and the examination 
showed that she died from malpractice. 
Dr. Richmond ‘was arrested, indicted for 
manslaughter, tried and convicted, He 
was sentenced to Auburn Prison for 10 
years. His wife and daughter came here 
trom Smith’s Falls, Ont., and identified 
him by his right title, Tra Butler, He ap; 
peared in Greenbush after his release from 
prison, anid then he began to work his widow 
racket again, but was foiled by the 
Y.M.C.A., who sent to Lockport for facts 
concerning him. Chief Molyneux sent on 
his picture anda full account of his per- 
formances. This was about two years ago 
and no trace has been heard of him until 
his arrest in Brocton. 


STRUCK A WHALE. 


The Huge Finback Was Cut Through by 
tho Sharp Prow. 

New York, Nov. 19.—The Anchor Line 
steamship Ethiopia was 800 miles east of 
Sandy Hook last Saturday. Suddenly a 
spouting monster came to the surface of the 
almost placid ocean. It was directly in the 
path of the ship and only a few feet ahead, 
and almost before the astonished officers 
realized it the ship's sharp iron prey crash- 
ed into the snorting, puffing finback. The 
blow was a square, incisive onc. ‘The ship 
seomed to sail right through the whale, 
which disappeared almost immediately, 
leaving o trail of crimson as far as the eve 
could sec, A moment after hitting the 
whale the monster was sighted astern, 
floating lifelessly. A gaping hole was in 
its side and the body drifted away sur- 
rounded by a bloody circle When tho 
ship camo in collision with the whale the 
shook sent a thrill through her as though 
she had run pell-mell upon a rocky ledge.

The Canadian Manufacttirer urges strong- 
ly upon the Dominion Government the es- 
tablishment of a Department of Manufac: 
tures, as an active element of the Govern- 
menb of Oanada. Our contemporary remarks, 
with undentable jastice, that Canada would 
appear of much greater importance in tho 
syes of the world, and of Britain fo partic- 
ular, if a correct idea were given, through 
our officlal returns, of the extent of our 
manufacturing industries. 

‘* We doubt the ability of any officer of 
the Government or of any one else,” says 
the Manufacturer, *‘to advance even an 
approximate idea of the capital invested In 
Canadian manufacturing induatries, or the 

number of persons who fiad employment 
in them ; and by the same aigns {t la impos- 
sible to give an intelligent guess at the value 
of the output of these industries. We find 
the statlatical’ bureau giving us from time 
to time what it calls the value of the ‘man> 
ufactures’ exported from the country, but 
we know that tho absurdity of these stato- 
ments would be laughable if {b were not 
they place the manufacturing indus- 

es of the country in a moat ludicrous 
light. According to these ‘statistics’ our ex: 
ports of manufactures amount to only about 
alx per cent. of the whole, but as we have 
shown, this amount should be very largely 
{noreased. Why dovs this absurd conditfon 
prevail? Our statistician evidently con- 
elders that his whole duty is done when he 
tells us that certain exports have been 
made, and to save himself some trouble and 
work he classifies them just as other statis- 
tlcans have done ever since the eatablish- 
ment of his bureau, For Instance, he 
classifies refined copper and salt as the pro- 
duct of the fisheries ; potash and pearlash, 
shingles and garden paling as the product 
of the forest, and butter, cheese and canncd 
fruits and vegetables as the product of the 
farm, while all these and a hundred elmilar 
articles should be donominated as manu- 
factures, and are such quite as much ‘so ca 
steam engines or pig Iron. If it were tho 
deliberate Inteation of the Government to 
propagate tho idew that Canada is anything 
bat’ a manufacturing country, ‘that 
our manufacturing industries are of small 
importance compared with our mining, our 
fishing, our timber cutting and our farming 
operations—it could not do so more effect- 
ually than by purauing the system now {pn 
vogue in the statistical bureau. * * * Tho 
* necdaalty of this Department is emphasized 
by what seems to be the lack of grasp of 
the subject displayed by the bureau charged 
with compiling the census statistics, The 
Information doled out to us from timo 
to time from the bureau consists largely in 
guessing and surmiaing as to why the pop- 
ulation is nob larger than It Is, and why the 
citles and towns grow more rapidly than 
the country ; bub we are kept {in the dark 
as to the volume of capital.invested in any 
manofacturing industry, the number of 
hands employed therein, and the value of 
the output therefrom. Nothing would 
tend more to the aggrandisement of Canada

One Of tho cahceolod checkain Turner 
po session shows that on Juive 23, 1886, 
$1000 werd drawn from tho order's funds at 
tlie Corn Exchange National Bank by T. V 
Powderly, followed by the drawing of an 
additional $1500 on Aug. 26 

The story that Mr. Turner hinged upon 
these checks was that Powderly wanted to 
buy # house, but he didn’t have the money 
to buy it, ‘while the order did. He wanted 
to wserthorarder’s money. without anybody 
kitowing anything about it 

The , Exequti¥e Board ab that time con 
siated of Powdoerly, Hayes, Bailey—enet 
Barry; All stuanoh Powderly men except 
Barry. So according to Turner, Barry was 
sont Away? on'someé’ Tictitidas misdion and 
Powderly and his two satellites held a 
meeting and loaned the genoral master 
workman $2500 of. the order's nioney. It 
was agreéd that the money should be re 
turned and also that Powdorly should not 
be compelled to godown into his own pocket 
to! do it. His salary at that time was 
$1500 a year. It was arranged that as soon 
is the convention met in the fall his salary 
should be increased to 85000, which would 
enavle him to pay with tho ordor's' money 
what he had taken out of the order's 
treasury. At the Richmond Convention 
in October, 1886, this plan was carried out, 
Powderly’s stlary being rwised to the pre- 
arranged figures, 

ThezGenoral Master Workman received 
his salaty monthly, with o fat expense vill 
in‘addition, and abont four nionths after 
the “increase” yoted hint by the Richmond 
Convention he:began to pay off the loan in 
dribletay . 

Mr, Turner oxhibited in this connection 
a bundle of letters reéeived by him from 
Powderly,, They were marked: personal,” 
‘private’ or “confidential.” ~ They wore 
a itreasedd to “My dear Fred”. and, were 
signed ‘*Terry.” In @ lettor dated Ang. 
25, 1886, Powderly made his second. de- 
mand on Treasurer Turner for a chunk of 
the order's money, concluding with: ‘Barry 
has suid so much concerning what has tran - 
spired on tho board that T do not want him 
to know anything about this unless he calls 
for it, and if he igen let me know, so, that I 
ean at-once get the money and pay it back 
to-you,” 

nm Feb, 2, 1887, he wrote to Turner to 
the effect’ that he'expéotéd to make a be- 
ginning of paying off his. debt, This letter 
conclodes with? ‘Lot no one sec this, for I 
am under the impression that some one 
goes over all the letters that sey find on 
your desk or on, Charlie's.” ‘Two days 
afterward when he mate his first payment 
onthe loans he wrote: ‘Several things 
have leaked out that ought to have been 
cous quiet,” and he complained that some- 
body was -trying-to find outowhat was going 
on. 


*T have in my Possession many other let- 
ters from Powderly.,” said Mr. Turner, ‘I 
never thought of using any of his personal 
letters against him until he and his friends 
attacked me. A committee waited on me 
last spring and wanted me to give up my 
canceled checks, I refused to Sa this, be- 
cause it. would.have deprived me of sub- 
stantial weapons had we ever got into the 
courts. It was always my intention to sue 
Powderly the minute he should give utter- 
ance to the charges against me. It was 
useless to sue the others, because they didn’t 
have any property, aud I couldn't sue a 
corporation.” 

Mr. Turner was asked if he thought there 
was actually’ a shortage of $14,000 or any 
other sum in the order's accounts. 

"I don't know anything about the order’s 
accounts now,” he replied quickly. 

‘*While I don’t know anything about the 
order, I will venture to make one assertion. 
Since the publication of the fact that I have 
in my possession a youchep for a 355 _picce 
of furniture botght by Séoretary. Hayes, 
charged to theordeér and then sent to his 
own house; it will not be many days before 
that bit of property will be forwarded by 
him to the general headquarters as proof of 
his honesty. I don't know: whether any 
other articles will accompany it or not,” 

The famous ex-treasurer had some amus: 
ing incidents to relate in the way of the 
presenting of the goneral officers’ bills. 
Cigars ead drinks for their friends, laundry 
for themselves and families, clothes and 
furniture formed striking parts of the curi: 
ously itemized accounts. 

‘Powderly was ne¥er caught in anything 
like that, though,”, ‘he | continued. “He 
was too shrewd. His monthly expense bills 
averaged from $100 to $175, that sum being 
handed over to him in addition to his fat 
salary; He always paid all his bills him: 
self and then presented his own bill to the 
treasury. He never ran up bills for ofher 
persons to present. He made up_his own 
accounts, and I must say that he prosonted 
as nice; clean and pretty; a bill as I ever 

aw.” 

Mr, Turner expressed the opinion that 
tho alert secretary might now appropriately 
repeat the neté which he sent to Powderly 
during the cathusiagmjof the. last conven- 
tion, and which was subsequently picked up 
by Barry: 

Good God, Terry, what would the order 
do without you and met HAYES. 

Ex-Treasurer Turner was asked to-day 
what he bad to say in” reply. to Mri 
Powderly’s statement-denying “some of the 
charges. ‘“‘When’he made tliat denial,” 
said Mr. Turner, “I don’t think he had 
read the published accounts of the matter, 
He had probably forgotten that ho wrote 
those tell-tale letters which give away the 
whole story of the loan. When ho says his 
house was built and paid for by his'owo 
money he saya what his own letters over 
his own signature contradict, Before thik 
thing is over he will be sorry that he had 
the habit of writing letters, ©

We had a corner of 
our tent curtatned off for Miss G., and we 
are vory happy indeed ; sho is a good solid 
christian, and Mra. will be pleased to 
know that it is a Scotchwoman with us. Oa 
Wednesday morning we started again, Miss 
Geand I each in a tipoas, Mr. Aruott on a 
mule, aud Ogril on ox-back, one of the car- 
riera leading witha flag flylog (which isa 
native custom), and the other carriers fol 
lowing in single filo, with Joads on their 
heads or shouldere, along (ho narrow path, 
singing loudly,—anrd the natives from tho 
village running hither and thither to got a 
peep atus. Thoy gathered around us such 
a crowd; when somo of the people sald thoy 
had-‘not seen a white woman before; and 
Miss G., who makes herself pretty wall un. 
derstood with the people, told them that we 
came to this country with gocd nows for 
them, and-that although. we were white and 
they black, our hearts were the same in 
God'ssight, Thero wero some real thought: 
fal looking women among them, and we 
Wore only sorry that we hed not time to 
remain longer and tell these poor women of 
our Saviour. We arrived about L.o’clook 
at Mr, Currie’s home ; he is one of the Os: 
nadian Congregational missionaries, and is 
a real activo, oarnest christian ; he !8 alone 
at this station, but hopes to be joined in a 
week by Mr. aud Mrs. Lee, from Canada, 
and @ Miss Olarke, We had dinner at Mr, 
Currie's,and then went over to our camping 
place, put up our tent aud mado reedy for 
tea. Mr, Currie thinks of returning to 
Canada tho last of the year, and will bo In 
(D.V.) about April or May, I 
will give him a letter to you, und I am sure 
you will be ple s:d.to see him. He may 
stay home for about a year and further fit 
himself for this country and the work here, 
Wo are now waitigg for more carriers, and 
hope chortly to mbye our tent and pross on 
to the interior.” When we do we will make 
4 large oaravan. But we are walting on 
our God, who never faileth to make it plain 
when we shall move ou. Surely He hes up 
to this time proved to be the pillar of cloud 
by day, and pillar of firey by night.

long desert of return from B, and sleep out 
in the open air, and many die from the ex 
posure, a8 we kee by the many gravos along 
our path. We are all very well indeed, and 
will have for dioner, chicken, sweet pota- 
toes, and onions for dressing, somo yams 
and peanuts for dossert (we are living high), 
4]s0 some eggs wero brought In forsale since 
we came here. We make bread out of corn 
meal and steam it and toast it, and it goes 
very well, Tho carrlers come to we for 
medicine when ill, and sometimes bring 
s0me one from the villages to get medictne. 
I tell you we do eat hore, and are always 
hungry—there {s no accounting for taste. 
Oar carriers are.cooking now some. kind of 
beetle and two maggots for their tea; they 
live on mush moat of the time. 

Tt coats more to come to Africa than to 
goto any obher mission field, but our God 
has provided bountifally all we need, thanks 
to his name, We havo had to send a letter 
to England for many things necessary for 
our journey inland, and for building our 
houso—hingea, door locks, window glass, 
and mapy other thiogs. Some food we had 
to order now, for it will not reach us for 
over a year, aud our supply now will only 
las) Gs aboub w year. ‘Then itis expensive 
sending thidps‘out, bosides the duties: Oor 
Rreateshoxponue willbe for the firabyear or 
two, Jo building our houre and storehouse, 
plawtitg our heeds, wheat Bowing, eto, ; we 
want to make our own é#ugar, and train io 
coma to-mill; 90, that we cau make butter, 
as tho natives don't bother with thease. We 
want to have our own oxen, sheep or goate, 
and hens, We are sending to India for 
spice seed.» If these things turn oud well, 
all we wlil really need to send for will be 
clothing and tea; we will then be able (D 
V ).to share our seeds atid knowledge with 
o* hve tnlasionsrios coming out. Then thoro 
is the time apent in learning tho langoage, 
This isa slow piece, and so we go slowly; 
aud so mapy things to be done in the start- 
ing of a station, Napsakandundu isa central 
African station for commerce, caravans from 
four different routes’ meeting there for 
trading, 80 we will be obliged to learn three 
ot four different languages, Oyril being in 
charge, our responsibility will be great. 
Mra, Arnott will introduce ua to the Queen 
and help us to gob a place to build, &c. 
No parcel must be sent to us, as we would 
bever get it. The Portuguese have not 
delivered any parcel sent oub yet. In 
many places this country Js beautiful and 
very pretty. We have in our marches 
passed many places that looked like 
orchards, and nota bit of fruit to be seen. 
The people haye little spots of ground away 
off from the villages where they plant corn, 
yams, sweet potatoes and some native vege- 
tables,. The women tend to this. They 
work until noon; then they gather 
their wood to burn during the night in 
their huts to keep warm, as the nights are 
cool and they haye no clothing to cover 
thomselves with. The women carry their 
babies on their back; and when the corn Is 
old the women pound it, so you can imagine 
how they got their flat noses, when the 
child goes thumping sgaindt thd mother's 
back, The men carry loads for travellers, 
get cloth to wear and give Ilttle ends or 
small portions to the women. ) The men 
wear cloth to their feet, just wrapped 
around their bodies, and many Have a large 
woollen blanket to throw around them and 
think themselves quite grand. They be- 
lie) e in spirits and fetish nonsense and they 
have a funny way of counting time, They 
count twelve moons for their year, and of 
course at the end of thelr year they aro a 
month out and then cannot understand it, 
so they just wait for a month and som- 
mence over again, The natives make ase- 
ful little axes and shovels, bub they are nob 
very clever in making things. The 
women make some nice baskets. In 
the way of amusement Is thoir beor drink 
and the native dance, When a man dies, 
his wife lies with him alone until tho time 
of his burial, then the womon of the village 
goin to weep with her, and go throngh a 
form of mourning and weeping, but they 
can laugh very oasily as soon as they go out. 
You would be surprised to know how cold 
it is here nights; there was actually frost 
on the ground yesterday morning ; bub {bt is 
quite hot in the daytime ; it fs much warm- 
er farther Inland, 

Much love to all who may ask for me ; I 
think of so many jusb now, but cannot put 
all thelr names on paper. I hope noxt 
mail will fotch the INTELLIGENCER, Tell 
Miss ——— to thank tho Charch 
poople kindly for thelr prayers.

Good pouscetlons in School Hygi- 
enic, 

Dr. G, F', Witter, of Grand Rapids, Wis., 
in an excellent report on tke sanitary con- 
ditions of the leading schools of this State, 
concludes with the following recommenda- 
tion, among others: Clean and porfoct all 
sources of water supply, and where schools 
have no water supply of thelr own, to far: 
nish such. In the absence of a better sys- 
tem, to prepare the windows and transoms 
so that ventilation can be had without caus- 
ing drafts, and that all achools introduce im- 
provea ventilating syatems soon as poasible, 
Place buildings in good repair, &c. See 
that the grounds do not permit standing 
water, and preparo gravel or board walks 
to keep the children’s feet out of the mud. 
Suitable water closots for each of the sexes 
should be provided. The rooms should be 
so warmed as to maintain an oven tempera- 
ture, and all be kept comfortable ; stoves 
and furnaces should be safe and in good 
order. Not less than fifteen square feet of 
floor space and 216 cubic feet of air space 
should be allowed to each pupil. Black 
boards should not be placed between win- 
dows ; the surface should be dead black, 
not gloasy. The light should, if possible, 
be admitted from the rear, or rear and left 
of the pupil—never from the front. Desks 
and eeate of different helghts should be 
furnished to suit the size and age of pupils. 
—Canada Health Journal.

entitlod ‘I’rom the Pyramids to the Acro 
polis.” This sermon, which is the fifth of 
tho sorica, is concerned with the doctor's 
visit to Ephesus. His text was Acta 


xix. 34, Great is Diana of the Ephesians.” 
Wo have landed this morning at Smyrna, 


a city of Asiatic Turkey One of tho seven 
churches of Asia once stood here You 
read in Revelation, ‘Io the church in 
Smyrna writ It is a oily that has often 


been shaken by carthquake, swept by com 
flagration, blasted by plagues and butchered 
by war, and here Bishop Polycarp stood in 
a crowded amphitheatre, and when he was 
asked to give up the advocacy of the 
Chriatian religion and himself 
from martyrdom, the pro-consul saying 
‘Swear and [releasethoo; reproach Christ,” 
replied: *‘Kighty and six years have Lserved 
Him and He never did me wrong; how then 
can I revile my King and Saviour?” § When 
he was brought to the fires into which ho 
was about to be thrust, and the officials 
wore about to fasten him to the stake, he 
said: ‘‘Let me remain as Lam, for He who 
giveth me strength to sustain the fire will 
enable me also, without your securing mo 
with nails, to remain unmoved in the fire.” 
History says tho fires refused to consume 
him, and under the winds the flames bent 
outward so that they did not touch him, 
and therefore he was slain by swords and 
spears. One cypress bending over hia grave 
is the only monument to Bishop Polyoary. 

But wo areon the way to the city of 
Ephesus, about 50 miles from Smyrna. We 
are advised not to go to Ephesus; the ban- 
dits in that region have had an ugly prac- 
tice of cutting off the ears of travelers and 
sending these specimens of cars down to 
Smyrna, demanding a ransom. The bandits 
suggest to the friends of tho persons from 
whom the ears have been subtracted that if 
they would like to have the rest of the body 
they will plete send an appropriate sum of 
money. If the money is not sent, the muti- 
lated prisoners will be assassinated. Ono 
traveler was carried off to the robbers’ den, 
and $7500 was paid for his rescue. The 
bandits were caught and beheaded, the pic- 
tures of these ghastly heads are on sale in 
the shops of Smyrna for any persons who 
may desire to have something to look at on 
their way to Ephesus. There have 
been cases whore ten and twenty 
and thirty and ‘forty thousand dol. 
lars have been demanded by those 
brigands. We did not feel like putting our 
friends to such expense, and it was sug- 
gested that we had better omit Ephesus. 
3ut that would have been a disappoint- 
ment from which we would never recover. 
We must see Ephesus—associated with the 
most wonderful apostolic scenes. We hire 
a special railway train, and in about an 
hourand a half we arrive at tho city of 
Ephesus, which was called ‘*The Great 
Metropolis of Asia,” and ‘‘One of the Eyes 
of Asia,” and The Empress of Ionia,” the 
capital of all learning and magnificence 
Here, as I said, was one of the seven 
churches of Asia, and first of all we visit 
the ruins of that church where once an 
Acumenical Council of 2000 ministers 
of religion was held, 

Mark the fulfilment of the prophecy! Of 
the sevon churches of Asia, four were com- 
mended in the beok of Revelation, and three 
were doomed. ‘The cities having the four 
commended churches still stand; tho cities 
having the three doomed churches are 
Wiped out, It occurred jusc as the Bible 
said it would occur. Drive on and you 
come to the theatre, which was 660 fect 
from wall to wall, capable of holding |56,- 
700 spectators, Here and there the walls 
arise almost unbroken, but for the most 
part the building is down. As I took my 
place at the contre of this theatre and look- 
ed around at ita broken layers of stone, gal- 
lery upon gallery, gallery upon gallery, and 
piled oP into the bleak skies of that winter 
day and thought that every “hand that 
Swung a trowel on those walls, and 
every foot that trod those stairs, and eyery 
eye that gazed on that amphitheatre, and 
every voice that greeted the combatants in 
that arena had gone out of hearing and 
sight for ages on ages I felt a thrill of 
intorest that almost prostrated me amid the 
ruins. Standing there we could not forget 
that in that building once asseinbled a 
riotous throng for Paul’s condemnation, 
because what he preached collided with the 
idolatry of their national goddess, Paul 
tried to get into that theatre and address 
the excited multitude, but his friends held 
liu: back, lest he be torn in pieces by the 
mob, and the recorder the Riot Act among 
the people who had shricked for two mortal 
hours till their throats were sore and they 
were black in the face: “Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians,” 

Now, we step into the Stadium. Enough 
of its walls and appointments are left to 
show what a stupendous place it must have

been whon used for foot races’ and for 
fights with wild beasts It wasa building 
680 feet long by 200 feet wide. Paul 


refers to what transpired there in the way 
of spectacle when he says: ‘We have beon 
made a spectacle.” Yes,” Paul says, “I 
haye fought with beasts at Ephesus,” an 
expression usually taken as figurative, but 
I suppose it was literally truo, for one of 
the amusements in that Stadium was to put 
& disliked man in the arena with o hungry 
lion or tigor or panther, and let the fight go 
on until either the man or the beast or both 
wero slain, It must havo been great fun for 
these haters of Christianity to hear that on 
the morrow in the Stadium in Ephesus: the 
missionary Paul would in the presence of 
the « smiled galleries fight a hungry lion. 
The people were early there to got the best 
seats, und a more alert and enthusiastio 
crowil never assembled. They took 
And was there 

more unequal combat proposed ?

In the midst of this city of Ephesus once 
floated an artificial Inke, brilliant with 
painted boats, and through the River ( say 
stor it with the 
ships from all parts of the known earth 
floated in and out, carrying on a commerce 
which made Ephesus the envy of the world. 
Kvhesus! Its gymnasia, its 
toppyesvins, 100 VuCUn, Ibs ALNONAGUM, Ile 
forum, its aqueducts) its towers, its castle 
of Hadrian, its monument of Androclus, it 
quarries, its temples. What history and 
pootry and chisel and canvas have not pre- 
sented haye come up at the call of arch- 
acologists’ powder-blast and crowbar, 

But I have now to unveil the chief 
wonder of this chiefest of cities. In 1863, 
under the patronage of the English Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Wood, the explorer, began at 
Ephesus to foel along under the ground at 
great depths for rons: for walls, for towers, 
and here it is—that for which Ephesus was 
more celebrated than all else besides—the 
temple of the goddess Diana, called the 
sixth wonder of the world, AsTI sat ona 
piece cf one of its fallen columns I said: 
What earthquake rocked it down, or what 
hurricane pushed it to the earth, or under 
what strong wind of centuries did the giant 
stagger and fall? There have beén seven 
temples of Diana, the rnins of cach con- 
tributing something for the splendor of all 
ita architectural successors. Two hundred 
and twenty years was this last temple in con- 
struction. It was nearly twice as large as St, 
Paul's Cathedral, London. Lestitshould be 
disturbed by carthquakes the temple was built 
on a marsh, which was made firm by layers 
of charcoal covered by fleeces of ont ‘he 
stone came from the quarry nearby. After 
it was decreed to build the temple it was 
thought it would be necessary to bring the 
building stone from other lands, buat one 
day a shepherd, by the name of Pixodorus, 
while watching his flocks, saw two rams 
fighting, aud, as they missed the interlock- 
ing of their horns and ono fell, his horn 
knocked a splinter from the rock, and 
showed by that splinter the lustrous while- 
ness of the rock. ‘The shepherd ran to the 
city with a piece of that stone, which re- 
vealed a quarry, from which place the temple 
was built, In removing the great stones from 
the quarry to their destined places in the 
temple, it was necessary, in order to keep 
the wheels—which were twelve feet , in 
diameter—from sinking deep into the earth 
under the unparalleled heft, that a frame of 
timber be arranged over which the wheels 
rolled, The temple of Diana was 425 feet 
long by 225 feet wide. _ All Asia was taxed 
to pay for it. It had 127 pillars, each 60 
fect high and each the gift of a king and in- 
scribed with the name of the donor. Now 
you see the meaning of that passage in 
Rovelations, just asa king presenting one 
of these pillars to the temple of Dianna had 
his own name chiselled on it and the name 
of his own country, so says Christ: ‘Him 
that overcometh will I make a pillar in the 
temple of my Ged, and I will write upon 
him the name of ny God and the name of 
the city of my God, which is New Jerusa- 
lem, and I will write upon him my new 
name.” How suggestive and beautiful ! 

In addition to those pillars that I climbed 
over while amid the ruins of Diana's Temple 
[ suw afterwards eight of those pillars at 
Constantinople, to which city they had been 
removed, and are now a part of the Mosque 
of St. Sophia, ‘Those eight columns are all 
greon jasper, but some of tliose which stood 
in Diana’s Temple at Ephesus were fairly 
drenched with brilliant colors, Costly 
metals stood upin various partsof thetemple, 
where they could catch the fullest flush of 
the sun. A flight of stairs was carved out 
of one grapevine. Doors of cypress wood, 
which had been kept in glue for yours, and 
bordered in bronze in bas-relief, swung 
against pillars of brass and resounded with 
echo upon echo, caught up and sent on, and 
hurled back through the corridors. In 
that building stood an image of Diana, 
tho goddess, The impression was abroad, as 
the Biblo records, that that image had 
dropped plumb ont of Heaven into that 
Bait pie and the sculptors who really made 
the statute or image wore put to death, so 
that they could not testify of its human 
matiufacture and so deny its celestial origin 

In this city the mother of Jesus Was said 
to have been buried. Here dwelt Aquilla 
and Priscilla of Bible mention, who were 
professors in an ¢xtemporized theological 
sominary and they taught the cloquent 
Apollos how to be cloquent for Christ.

Paul 
having performed o miracle in thé name of 
Jesus, there was a lying family of seven 
brothers who imitated the Apostle, ond 
insteud of their usual words of incantation, 
used the word Jesus overa man who was 
possessed of a devil, and the man possessed 
flew at them in great fierceness and nearly 
tore these tant to pie and in conse- 
uence all up and down the streets of 
Hania there was indignation excited 
against the magical arts and a great bon- 
fire of magical books was kindled in the 
atreets and the people stirred the blaze un- 
til thirty-five thousand dollars’ worth of 
black art literature had burned to ashes. 
But all the glory of Ephesus I have de- 
scribed has gone now. At seme seasons of 
the year awful malarias sweep over the 
place and put upon miattresses or in graves 
a large proportion of the popaolation, In 
the approximate marshes ac orpions, centi- 
pedes and all forme of reptilian life crawl 
and hiss and sting, while hyenas and jackals 
at night slinkin and out of tho ruins of 
buildings which oncé startled tho nations 
with their almost supernatural grandeur, 
But hore is a lesson Which has never yet 
been drawn out Do you not in that

Wealthy and Philanthropic. 


A Tiled Eogitsh woman Who Lab 
the Benefit of the Poor. sie 


Temporance circles in America are agi- 
tated and delighted by the visit of Lady 
Henry Someract, prosideut of the British 
Women’s Temperance association, and one 
of the great ladies of England in wealth, 
rank and talent. Her history {fs av fascinat- 
ing as high wrought fiotlon, doubly fascl- 
nating because it is such a plain and pleas- 
ant fact. 

She is the oldest daughter of the great 
Earl Somers of Eastnor Castle, Horeford- 
shire, and wes born {n 1851. As she had no 
brothers she inherited nearly all the vest 
estate, Eastnor castle fs among the most 
noted seats of the British nobility, and the 
family have been large landowaeis in Eog- 
land for 700 years. Ab the age of twenty- 
one she was married to Lord Henry Somer- 
set, second son of the Duke of Beaufort. 
With youth, beauty, rank and immense 
wealth at command, she grew interested 
in ths poor of England, and soon became 
convinced that intemperance was the chlef 
cause of their poverty, 

Thenceforward all her time and means 
were devoted to reformatory work. Every 
year she takes hundreds of sewing girls 
and other very poor laborers from London 
and fills her Kastnor mansion and grounds 
with them. On these great ‘‘Fresh Air 
mission” occasions the castle, the park and 
all the grounds belong to the poor. Her 
work in the cause of temperance is equally 
great. Mrs. Hannah Whitall Smith, an- 
other eminent temperance worker, accom- 
panied Lady Somerset to America, and it 
{s needless to add that they were warmly 
welcomed both in New York and Chicago.

** By isolating ourselves from this vast free- 
‘trading area we prevent in the most effect- 
‘gal manner the development of our natural 
“resources” exclalms the Globe, in an article 
upon Mr. Laurier's speech at Boston. 

The assertion that we have Isolated our- 
selves 1s an impudent falsehood. Our 
nelghbors, in face of the strongest repre- 
sentations from Canada, abrogated the reci- 
procity treaty, asa means of forcing Canada 
into union with them. Despite this and 
other hoatile action by the United States, 
Canada admitted their grain, coal and many 
other articles free, in the hope that the 
Republic would pursue a more neighborly 
course towards us, but without effect. They 
promptly rejected all attempts made by 
successive Governments on this side of the 
line—including the Mackenzie Administra- 
tlon—until the people of Canada, who wore 
being ruined by a one-sided arrangement in 
which all the liberality was shown on this 
side of the line, decreed the change of 
policy which was embodicd In the N.P.—a 
polloy which Included an cffer of recipro- 
city In many articles, No response was 
made to this offer, and finally our nelgh- 

’ bors, incited by the disloyal attitade of the 
Grit leaders, threw the McKinley tariff in 
our faces, 

And the reptile Globe, in tho face of 
these facts, has the audacity to declare that 
we havo ‘isolated ourselves.” 

Perhaps the strongest condemnation that 
can be pronounced of auch a declaration Is 
contained In Attorney General Mowat’s 
statement that the United States is to us 
“a hostile country ” in a commorcial sense. 


LAURIER AT BOSTON, 

It hardly ecems possible of belief that 
Mr. Laurier deliberately propared the 
speech which he delivered at Boston, with 
the object of projudicing the discussion of 
reciprocity which Is shortly to take place 
at Washington between representatives of 
our Goverpment and that of the United 
States. Yet that such must ot necessity be 
the effect of his utterances, is plain to the 
meanost comprehension. So apparent, In- 
deed, is this, that L’&tendard, of Montreal, 
one of his warmest journalistic admirers, 
has administered to him the following 
scathing rebuke : 

“ Whan the Ministers from Ottawa, relyirg 
on the one hand on the loyalty due the Mother 
Country, and inspired on the other with that 
faith which all Canadians should have in tho 
fature of their country, sak for reciprocity in 
agricultural, mining and forest products, with 
out touching the infant manvfactures, Mr, Blains 
will say, with the Jingoism which distinguishes 
bim, that our ministers ara wrong, since their 
own country ia divided on the question, while 
h‘sown is unanimous, Tho words of tho leader 
of agreat party will be cast in their faces to 
prove to them that their country is only good to

to deliver the milk perfect in quality, the 
payment for It belong determined in propor- 
tion as it Is capable of producing from each 
28lbs. more or less than 1 1b. of butter. 
Each contracting farmer must keep his milk 


cool with ice, and two milkings must nob be 


mingled until both haye been cooled. The 
rules further provide that the milking must 
be done with clean, dry hands, the cow's 
udder carefully wiped, the patls and every 


appliance kept perfectly pure, the milk 


immediately strained, and nob allowed to 
remain in the cow sheds. Then follow 
injunctions as to the nature of winter 
feeding, as to the withholding of the pro- 
duce of sick cows, or In the case of Infec- 
tlous disease amobg the cattle, or in the 
household. The strict observance of these 
instructions ls enforced by professional ex- 
perte, and by poriodical and surprise visits 
The milk fs then dealt with 
{n the co operative establishment by cen- 
trifugal separators, of which thore are pro- 
bably nearly 3,000 in daily use in the 
country. The farmers recelve back the 
skimmed milk at an agreed price. This 
system of paying for milk according to the 
cream contained In lb has proved to be an 
excollont means of atimulating interest and 
effort in the Improvement of qaallty. The 
morits of oll, seed, and sunflower cakes, of 
bran and of carrots, are doduced from varied 
experlence and observatlon carefully ro 
corded and tabulated. Tho Govornmont 
Inepecsors report that there is a steady ad- 
vance in the art of making cows yleld a 
largor quantity of rick milk in proportion 
to the amount of food consamed, with the

When Dr. McAdam was on the top wave 
of prosperity he would not recognize Dr 
Boy 6, but after he bad mot reverses the

The raid onthe bank Saturday morning 
was the culmination of a series of bold bur- 
tlaives that began in Gardner a yoar ago. 
Postion cee: stores and even the Gardnor 
Bank had been entered,and in many instances 
the thieves had been well rewarded. All 
efforts to run down the gang proved futile, 
and its members grow bolder and more ac- 
tive. They robbed the houses of Shoriff 
Beam and Marshall Goodson, yet not a clue 
could the local Hawkshaws discover. 

A few weeks ago, while James Kervin 
and his wife were sleeping peacefully in 
their rooms on the second floor of their 
house, aman climbed a tree, opened the 
bedroom window, and drawing up a long 
pole attached m sponge saturated with 
chloroform to it and hung it over the nost- 
rils of the sleeping couple. The .man held 
one end of the pele in the tree, and as soon 
as hia victims became unconscious he ¢én- 
tered and stole $625 in money and two gold 
watches, 

At this stage of the proceedings, J. C. 
Lutz, who owns the greater part of the 
bank's stock, determined to import a de- 
tective secretly and sct him to work. He 
secured Will ‘wining, a young man whose 
stepfather is a stockholder in the bank. 
Gardner is the old home of Twining, but he 
had lived many years in Chicago. He 
came down from Chicago and was soon inti- 
mate with Dr, McAdam, From talks with 
the physician the detective came to the con- 
clusion that he was the leader of the band 
of burglars. 

Suspicion noxt fell on Dr. William Boye 
and another man, but McAdam, although 
he would talk about himself, would say no- 
thing about his companions. It is a dis- 
puted point who first proposed the raid on 
the bank. Dr. McAdam and_ his friends 
assert that the detective proposed it and 
induced Dr, McAdam to join him. Further- 
more, they say the doctor is a victim of co- 
caine; that while crazed with the drug he 
played the part of .cracksman, and was 
under its influence when the tragic scene in 
the bank was enacted, and also when he 
made a plea of guilty in court the next 
morning. 

The detective’s story is that shortly after 
he began to associate with Dr. McAdam 
the latter told him that once every month, 
just before the miners’ pay-day, the bank 
contained about $25,000 and suggested that 
they blow open the safe and secure the 
money. He showed that the job could be 
easily done and that the chances of detec- 
tion were slight. The bank was in the rear 
of a general store, and as the vault was of 
an ancient pattern, the doctor eaid it could 
be easily opened. The detective agreed 
with everything the doctor said and noti- 
fied President Lutz of the bank, Dr. Boye 
remained in the background and held no 
conversation with the detective. Dr. Mc- 
Adam said that Boye was ‘‘in” for a 
‘‘whack”’ of the boodle 

About « week ago Dr, McAdam informed 
the detective that the money would be in 
the bank on Nov. 20 and 21, and said that 
Friday wasthe best night for the job. 
Prosident Lutz engaged three Pinkerton 
detectives to assist in the capture of the 
burglars in the bank. Five men were con- 
eealed in a small room in the bank. 

About midnight Drs. McAdam, Boye and 
Twining met by appointment and proceeded 
to the bank building. They were provided 
with “jimmies,”’ “drills,” ‘clamps,’ a dark 
lantern and aheayy hammer, It was de- 
cided to leave Dr. Bgyo on guard at the 
front door, Dr, McAdam and Twining 
went to tho rear with their tools. 
Dotective Twining took a “Jimmy,” and in 
a fow minutes the door was forced, 

It was only a few steps to tho 
which was surrounded by a wire 
The screen door was forced and as McAdam 
Inspec ted the door of the vault two of the 
five men concealed in the room went out 
of the back door tocut off retreat. The 
doctor and the detective decided the best 
way to onter the vault was to drill holes 
around the lock and then pull it out with 
the “clamps.” The doctor picked up the 
drill and began work. 

Ho was grinding away industriously when 
Twining gave a signal to the three men con- 
cealed in the rooni, They stepped up to the 
screen with shotguns and revolvers, ‘“Throw 
up your hands, Sscton! said one of them 
Twining jumped back and also covered the 
physician tostead of complying with the 
command the doctor drew a revolver from 
his pocket and fired point blank at 
Twining. ‘The man’s life was saved by a 
small wire oxtending from the screen. It 
turned the bullet, and before the doctor 
could fire again the shotgun cracked and 
the pistol arm of the burglar fell to his

IRISH POLITICAL PRISONERS 


Parneliites and AnU-Parnellites Unite in 
Demanding Amnosty, 
Limenicn, Nov, 24.—An immense moet 
gw here, vresid over by the Mayor, 
demanded of the Government the release of 
the Irishmen imprisoned for alleged dyna- 
mite outrages and other political offenses 

The most notable feature of the occasion 
was the appearance on the platform of both 
Parnellite and  anti-Parnellite leaders, 
Among others prominent in the proc codings 
were John Redmond, Pierce Mahoney, Kd- 
ward Harrington, Michael Davitt and 
Measrs. Abraham and O'Keefe, members for 
Limerick. 

The Anti-Parnellites, except Davitt, were 
received with groans; otherwise there was 
no unpleasant incident, 

The meeting adopted resolutions that the 
time for amnesty of the political prisoners 
had arrived and called npon the Irish penple 
to unite, regardless of faction, in de- 
manding such release, and also in insist- 
ing upon a general amendment of the 
prison laws, 

Redmond, when he rose to speak, was 






received with great cheering, follow- 
ed by. cheeré for Parnell. Redmond 
declared that the demand made by 
the meoting was based on the 
ground that the conviction of the 


prisoners was brought about’ in « time of 
panic, and that Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, under whose administration the pro- 
secution Was pushed, was nearly insane 
from fright at the time, and was ‘guilty of 
the grossest unfairness in interpreting the 
law. 

Mr. Davitt said the meeting reminded 
him of old times, After throwing out a 
fow hints that it would be a good thing for 
Ireland if much more common lines of 
action could be struck out, Mr. Davitt 
went on to charge that ‘‘Red” McDermott 
and the public had been leagued together 
to plant bombs and commit other alleged 
outrages in order to secure the arrest and 
conviction of the men now languishing in 
prison. He challenged the Government to 
prosecute him for his utterance. 


DICTATOR FONSEGA VEPOSED. 





Tho Brazillian Dictator Surrenders to the 
Opposition Forces, 

Lonpox, Noy. 24.—Despatches from Rio 
de Janciro yesterday bring the _ intel- 
ligence that the opposition to Dictator 
Fonseca bas gathered sufficient force to 
break through the barriers crected by the 
Government to hold it in check and to 
make itself master of thesituation, No de- 
tails have yet been received as to the pre- 
cise methods adopted. All that is known 
is that the uprising was so formidable that 
Fonseca considered it impossible longer to 
maintain his ascendancy and has, surrender- 
ed his authority. 

In retiring, or “resigning,” as he called 
it, he declared he did so in favor of Floriano 
Peixotto, the Vice-President or Vice-Chief 
of the provisional Government, of which 
Fonseca was the head. 

Insurrection had been smouldering in 
Rio Janeiro for several days. Tho first 
overt manifestation was the cutting of the 
railway near the city on Saturday night. 
Tho rising came to a hoad this morning, 
the navy leading in an open revolt and de- 
manding the resignation of Da Fonseca. 
Finding resistance useless, Da Fonseca an- 
nounced that he would comply with the de- 
mand, Intense gxcitement prevails. A 
riotous crowd has destroyed the offices of 
two Government newspapers.

Balmaceda’s Generals Died Like Heroes 
Sword inland, 

Sawn Francisco, Nov. 24.—An officer of 
the cruiser San Francisco speaking of the 
battle preceding the capture of Nalperalao, 
Aug, 24, said; ‘Toward the end Gens, 
Barbosa aud Alcerreca occupied the knoll 
with a few of their troops, in: Riding a field 
battery of two pieces, The Congressionalist 
cavalry made a charge that swept every- 
thing before it. Both of Balmaceda’s gen- 
erals were killed and the Congressionatist 
army had achieved a victory. The 
bodies of the dead soldiers were 
gathered up and laid out in long lines on 
the battleticld, They were afterward buried 
in trenches, The bodies of the two yen 
crals were allowed to lie uncared for whero 
they lay for over a week.

Resolved, That tho people of Oxford of all 
parties are deeply attached to their beloved 
sovereign, the Queen of Great Britain;

That Canadians have the most friendly 
fecling towards the people of the United 
States and desire the extension of our trade 
relations with them;

AN BOONOMIC QUESTION. 

The case in opposition to discrimination 
agalost Great Britain, as proposed by the 
Grits under their U.R. project, ls thus 
forslbly stated by the Munetary Times : 
“Would discrimination against the manu- 
factures of Kogland bein the interost of 
Canada? That is the question which 
a proposal ‘to discriminate — raises, 
Many English manufactures, not all of 
them, are better than American ; mos} of 
them are cheaper. Would it be sound 
policy to bind ourselves to take the dearer 
and poorer goods, and to debar ourselves 
the benefit of buying the cheaper and the 
better? Discrimloation is generally pre- 
sented In a falee light ; the objection to it 
does not rest on grounds of loyalty or 
national preference; It is an economic 
question pure and simple, and as such ft Is 
for the Discriminationists to show that it 
would be in the interest of Canada,”

An ingurgent force 
consisting of several squadrons of Mongolian 
cavalry, besides infantry, is reported to be 
advancing on Pekin, where the utmost 
alarm prevails,

of the rebel solidiery, has joine d the nove: 
ment, together with several mandarins. 

Imperial troops have started 16 ineét the 
rebels. 

The entire Christian population of Kin- 
chow was massacred, with Belgian pricats.

French Strikers Dispersed by Troops. 

Pateix, Nov. 26.—A despatch from Lens, 
one of the centres of thecoal miners’s strike 
in the department of Pasile-Calais, stys 
that a body oi -atrikers attacked the en- 
gincers who werein chargeof the machinery 
in @ factory at that place. The factory had 
socured a supply of coal, which reudered it 
independent of the neighboring mines, and 
this fact enraged the strikers, The military 
authorities, beliévitig that’ the strikers 
would make an attempt to compel the fac- 
tory to shut déwn, oieeal the detail of a 
small body of troops to protect - the pro- 
perty and the employes. The strikers 
made a determined onslaught on the en- 
gincers despite the presence of the soldiers. 
Finally the latter interfered and after a 
sharp fight drove ithe ssvikors away. 

Germany Doubling Her War Strength, 

Beni, Noy, 26.—In the navy estimates 
for 1892 provision is made for an annual 
addition to the navy of 2218. men, exclusive 
of marines, tho first levy, to be in their ie 
in April, 1896, and the term of service to be 
12 years, ‘Thus upward of 20,000 men will 
be gradually added to the effective strength 
of the navy, more then doubling the present 
war strength. The torpedo corps willbe 
increased by 750 men. The estimates also 
provide that 1800 officers and chief mates 
shall be gradually added to the navy, be- 
ginning in April, 1892. ; 


‘Lord Dufferin Not a Home Ruler, 

Lonpow, Noy. 26.—Edmund Yates cables: 
The statement made in somo of the Radi- 
cal papers that Lord Dufferin is a Homo 
Ruler is entirely unfounded. Lord Dufferin 
is a resolute opponent of the policy of 
separation, and [ believe that in 1886 he 
wrote to Mr. Gladstone warning him 
against the dangers of the Home Rule 
scheme. As soon? as Lord Dufferin's 
active diplomatic career is closed he will 
throw himself resolutely into the fight on 
the Unionist side. 


Peval Servitude for 27 Years. 

Loxpox, Nov. 26.—Charles Grande, alias 
a dozen other names, who has been on trial 
on charges: of blackmailing, was found 
guilty and sentenced to 20 years’ penal ser- 
vitude. Grande had been pursuing his ne- 
farious practices for a long time and num- 
bers among his victims several titled ladies, 
Whon ‘Grande was arrested the police 
found his possession a forged bill of ex- 
change. The prisoner was convicted on 
this charge also, and sentenced to an addi- 
tional term of seven years’ penal servitude.

The Thom syndicate wanted a bonus of

taking over the Bale des Ohaleurs contract. 
Its agent put $100,000 in the Pacaud fand, 
and the contract was his. 

When Pacaud was summoned to appear 
before the Senate Committee, he, after 
having obtained permission from Mr. 
Laurier, left for France, yet Liberal papers 
ask the people to believe that this Pacaud 
fand Js not part of the Mercier govern- 
mental machine, established for corrupt 
purposes and that Laurler know nothing 
about {t.

the pillow. 

The bedy was removed to the undertak- 
ing establishment of W.H. Stone, to whom 
a letter had been addressed by Hanbury 
asking that all be done to relieve Mrs. Han- 
bury of trouble, aud adding that she had 
been a faithful wife to him. i

On his notepaper was a crest, with a 
crown, & lion and a battle-ax, and tho initi- 
als H.H. 

The other letters were of much the saine 
nature and all pointed clearly to the fact 
that the young man had deliberately planned 
his own death. 

Besides these letters, all of which were 
written in the St. Charles hotel on Monday, 
he wrote and posted one to his father; it is 
thought asking that immediate assistance be 
sent to his wife, who 1s at present in rather 
a destitute condition, far at least as 
ready cash is concerned. 

The Stricken Widow. 

The position of Mra. Hanbury is a sad 
one. She was not of the same social circle 
as her husband and had been connected 
with the theatrical profession in London, 
Eng. She married her husband to share his 
fortunes, for better or for worse. She puar- 
ticipated in his joys. She jomed him in his 
misfortunes. Now she remains to bear her 
sorrow alone without means, without 
friends, a stranger in @ strange land.

The Meteors To-Night.

the 27h of November. I[b was thereupon 
predicted that there would boa shower of 
shooting stare on that date. Meteors have 
fallon on that date ever since, and on two 
occasions at Joast the displays have been 
very beautiful and especially notew: rtby.

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Logs Cut with a Knife. 


A Now Muaohine to take the Viace of Saw- 
Mills. 


Thoro was exhibited at Greenpoint, Long 
Inland, ® machine which is expected to rov 
olationizs the lumbor business, This ma- 
chine cuts lumbor without avy waste, and 
there is no sawdust whatever. In cutting 
lumber with asaw thore is a great loss which 
goes Into sawdust, The now invention, 
which is called the Bradley Draw Ouiting 
Machine, is designed to cut thin boards and 
planks, aud will cut fn different thicknesses 
varylug from ono thirty-eecond of an inch 
to aninch. The inventor is Mr. Thos. 8. 
Grane, and hoe and Dr, E. Bradley, who is 
the principal owner, have been at work 
on it for fivo years, The saying in lumber 
that thia machioe will effect will be very 
great, Mr. Lewis sald that In small lom- 
ber, one-quarter and one-half an inch in 
thicknoss, one-quarter of the leg fs lost in 
sawdust; then another eighth is lost in 
planing, ond the luamberman in propering 
his lumber for use loses thres-cighths of the 
log. This new invention will save all that. 
Yesterday the machine cut cherry, ash, 
birch and maple, in thicknesses from a six- 
teonth to a half iuch, Tho mechine is in- 
tended to be placed tn the woods and tocut 
tho trees as soon us they are felled. Groen 
wood Is cut more easily than seasoned wood, 
but logs were cut up yesterday that had lain 
in the yard ten years. The machine welghs 
forty tons, —New York Times,

He was by no means 
tired of liolding office. 

Herr Rickert also declared that there was 
oneral dissatisfaction throughout the coun- 
try, but it was not the fault of the present 
Government.

The foreign diplomatic body at Pekin 
are simply furious, The whole European 
colony is boiling with indignation. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg gives 
the contents of a private telegram about 
Chinese disturbances, confirming those of 
The Chronicle's Tien Tsin correspondent, 

Lonpon, Nov. 29.—Advices received here 
from Shanghai state that the rebel forces in 
Manchuria have defeated the Imperial 
troops sent to suppress the rising in the 
region. The Imperial forces numbered 4000 
men and their defeat causes the Govern- 
ment the gravest anxiety. Reinforcements 
to the number of 6000 men have been de- 
spatched from ‘Tien Tien to oppose the 
rebels, who are marching on Pekin, If the

Lonpon, Noy. 30.—Mr. Gladstone was 
Saturday a participant in the exercises at- 
tending formal opening of a recreation hall 
at Port Suntight, near Birkenhead. The 
ambiguities of the position of the so-called 
Liberal-Unionists were now lifted, said the 
Premier. The last shred of their pretext of 
Liberalism had been removed by Lord 
Hartington’s frankness. This left the bat- 
tle to be manfully and good-humoredly, he 
hoped, fought out between Liberals and 
Tories, 

Mr, Gladstone declared that Lord Salis- 
bury seemed ignorant of what was going on 
inthe British Empire. When he was a 
young man all colonies were governed: in 

Jowning-street. Since thenall the colonies 
had been given local autonomies, infinitely 
more than Ireland had asked, for yet their 
hearts beat warmly in unison of the Mother 
Country. Lord Salisbury had called Home 
Rule capsuled medicine. Doubtless he was 
an authority on physic, as Re had to take 
several nasty doses in recent years, like 
that of the South Molten clection. 
The two reasons for placing Home 
Rule in the van of the Liberal 
policy was injustice to Ireland and the 
necessity for clearing the road for self-legis- 
lation. Having no hope in the present, 
Lord Salisbury had occupied himself by 
predicting what wouldhappen whena Home 

ule bill was passed. fe had talked of 
coming massacres and cruelty in Ireland. 
Did such predictions proceed from the 
brain of a Premier, or did he hear them in 
bedlam? They were certainly much wor- 
thier of the latter than the former, Salia- 
bury was like a silly nursemaid, who, when 
unable to pacify by rational means, tried 
to frighten by stories of hobgoblins.

In a double sense this magnificent struc 
ture will itself be a World’s Fair bullding, 
inasmuch, fireb, as {t was the best design 
and almost the last of the great Columbian 
architect, John W. Root; and, secondly, 
because In its spacious hall of audlence, the 
ladies of the organization will hold open 
court throught the Fair.” 

The building 1s now going rapldly up; 
the workmen are engaged on the seventh 
story. It will be ready for occupancy May, 
1892. A large number of officer have al- 
ready been rented, among them four great 
National banks. The building will bring 
in a rental of over $200,000 a year. 

It is to be hoped that in five years the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union will 
come into fall possession of their building. 
They have already given, and pledged in 
gifts to the building fund, about $200,000, 
and money and pledges are coming in daily 
with incraseed rapidity. The National 
W.O.T.U, already own a large block of the 
stock; with a membership of 200,000 among 
its women, and 200,000 children in its 
Loyal Temperance Legions, the entire 
amount which the bullding costs might soon 
be raised, {f all would give a little.

HOW LENSES ARE MADE 


The Art of Manufacturing Spectacies Re- 
duced to a Science. 


The art of making spectacles, says the 
Popular Science Monthly, has been reduced 
toascience, The bit of glass to be formed 
into a lens is fastened by means of pitch 6) 
a small block of hard rubber so that it may 
be more readily handled. It is ground by 
being piessed against a rapidly revolvin, 
metal tool, whose curvature is equal anc 
opposite to that desired in the lens. This 
is known as the “rough tool” and is made 
of cast iron. It is mounted on a vertical 
spindle, and is kept moistened with emery 
and water. Several grades of emery are 
used in sticcession, changing from coarse to 
fine as the grinding pront As a result 
of this process the glass has u rough sur- 
face and is nolonger transparent. Itis now 
transferred to the ‘fine tool.” This is made 
of brass and has its surface as truce as possi- 
ble. It is compared from tin® to time 
with a standard curve in order to ensure ac- 
curacy. 

In this second grinding the abrading 
material is rouge (carefully calcined sulph- 
ate of iron). Finally the lens is polished by 
being pressed against a piece of cloth pow- 
dered with rouge and fastened to the re- 
tating tool. ‘The glass is now loosened from 
its block,turned over, and the reverse side 
of the lens ground. When this has been 
accomplished the lens must be cut down to 
the proper aerD for mounting in the speo- 
tacle frame. It is placed on a leather oush- 
ion and held firmly in position by 4 rubber- 
tipped arm while 4 Jiargond glass-caitter 
passing around an oval guide traces a similar 
oval an the glass below, 

Phe superiluous glass outside the oval is 
removed by steel piecers, the rough edges 
are ground smooth on Scotch wheels and the 
lons is ready for mounting. The glasses for 
small telescopes, microscopes, burning 
tlasses and the like are ground in the same

CARRIED OFF A BABE. 


A Servant Kidoaps a Kansas City Banker's 
Infant Son, 

KANSAS City, Mo,, Noy. 30.—This place 
was startled Thursday evening by the an- 
nouncement-of the bold hiduepping of the 
2-yoar-old son of David T. Beals, preside nt 
of the Union National Bank. The abduc 
tion occurred under conditions that make 
the tracing of the child and his abductors 
extremely difficult, inasmuch as they appear 
to have disappe ared as completely as if they 
had been annihilated 

Mr. Beals is an elderly man, and this be- 
ing hia youngest child was regarded by both 
parents with peculiar favor, 

The kidnapping was done by the waitress, 
known as Lizzie Smith, engaged in the Beals 
household. Just as the family wore finishing 
dinner the waitress remarked that she 
would go out after the evening paper, which 
is always delivered ov the verandah of the 
house. She had been gone but a few 
moments, when Mr, Beals heard an outer 
door slam. This, while not being unusual 
at ull, somewhat excited Mr. Beals’ suspi- 
cions, and going into the hall he found that 
his little son was not playing about. The 
child had been playing in the hall with two 
of Mr, Beals’ grandchildren. Upon being 
questioned they said that Lizzic had taken 
the child out of a side entrance. 

Mr. Beals at once put the in 
the hands of the city police and the 
Pinkertons, 

The waitress has been in the Beals house- 
hold only three weeks. Very little is 
known of her, 

Mr. Beals offered a reward of 85000 for 
the recovery of the lad and no «questions 
asked and last night a masked man appear- 
ed at his residence with the child in his 
arms, received the 85000 and at once sur- 
rendered the child,

Loss of a Brig with Gilbert Island 
“Slaves on Moard, 
San Franoisco, Noy. 30.—A despatch 


from Manzanillo, Mex., says the American 
steamer Roseville has arrived there and re- 
yorts passing a wreck—that of the brig 
Tahiti—at sea. She was floating bottom 
up and the captain of the Roseville says 
she must have been capsized. The Tahiti 
created a sensation ‘Sept. 30 last, putting 
into Drake's Bay, near this city, in 
distress. She had 270 Gilbert Islanders 
on board under contract for work in Mexi- 
co at starvation wages. ‘These men were 
practically slaves and there was much talk 
of seizing the vessel. Collector Phelps, 
however, decided he had no right to detain 
her and the brig left. It seems almost cer- 
tain that all on board have been lost, as the 
ship's boats were still with her, Besides 
the Islanders the vessel carricd a crew of 
21, making a total of 291 on board the ill- 
fated craft.
